“A TEST QUESTION.” 


Dr. Ever would have found himself in a far stronger position 
and certainly one more suitable to a representative of the World 
Zionist Organisation, if, when he referred to some observations 
that had appeared in The Jewish Chronicle of last week, he had been 
better acquainted with the obvious facts and had not so woefully 


disregarded amenities. None the less, we gladly commend his speech -° 


to the attention of our readers. Because although, as appears 
from a statement made elsewhere, the probabilities are that he 
discovered a veritable mare's nest when he said that Dr. RosEn- 
DLUETH'S sentiments had been garbled by us (or at all), despite his 
fuming asseverations that he would never, never, never comply with 
a suggestion made in these columns, he forthwith did precisely what 
we said ought to be done at the earliest possible moment by some 
member of the Executive of the Zionist Organisation. He repudiated 
quite as strongly as we did the sentiments that had been attributed 
to his. colleague Dr. RosENBLUETH, who had declared that the 
political national idea was. no longer a plank in the Zionist plat- 
form. Beside that, the question of the precise correctness of the 
report we gave of Dr. ROSENBLUETH's observations, is a subsidiary 
one and comparatively unimportant. But, as we point out in 
another column, the evidence that what we imputed to Dr. Rosen- 
BLUETH was substantially, if not literally true, must we imagine 
appear to any unbiased reader so strong as to rob the tone and 
manner of Dr. Eper’s speech of even the least vestige of excuse. In 
any case, it must be palpable that the Conference of Austrian 
Zionists protested, as did a Conference of Warsaw Zionists, against 
the tendency to repudiate the setting up of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine as the ultimate goal of Zionism. It will be noted too, 
and we believe with considerable misgiving, that a publication run by 
the Zionist Organisation, actually defends this repudiation and 
glories in it! It is no business of ours even to mention what we 
think is the right course to be pursued so as to purge the Movement 
of this miserable heresy. But it is assuredly an idea of the future 
reserved for the Jewish people, diametrically opposed to the 
Zionist conception—an idea, indeed, which Zionism set itself to 
eliminate. What is this nonsense, for instance, of which the 
Judischer Rundschau speaks, when it tells its readers that the 
Zionist Mission is to build up in Palestine “something which repre- 
sents a live seed of an autonomous Jewish Community”? The 
virus of the White Paper. tha work so largely of Sir Herrert 


SAMUEL (whom we heartily congratulate upon the honour that has 


been bestowed upon him for State services), is evidently having its | 


corroding, its rotting effect. And to that document to which Dr. 
WEIZMANN was bullied or jockeyed into giving his consent, is to be 
equally attributed the degeneration of the National idea 
which Dr. RoseNBLUETH'’s speech manifested, and against which 
the protests to which we allude were directed. Mention of 
Sir HERBERT SAmMvEL brings to mind the curious anomaly 
in Jews, of which he is so patent an example. In British affairs, 
as & British Statesman, he is a broad-minded imperialist, with 
ideas great and lofty and far reaching. In matters Jewish, 
however, his. outlook is that of the huckster, or shall we say 
the third-rate durnass? In matters Jewish, any big ideas must 
be abandoned, and the idea of a Commonwealth must give place 
to the aspiration for a “Community.” There must be a bending 
low, a humility ever in the Jew, a cringing subservience to all— 
even to Arabs. “That is what is at the root of this passion in 
some for-prostituting the term.“ National” when applied to Jews 
and the expréssion “National Home for the Jewish People,” 
which—as Zionists in Vienna and Warsaw declared—has been so 
noticeable: of late even in the Zionist ranks. Everyone is aware of 
course —there was no need for either Dr. RosENBLUETH or 
Dr. EpER to insist upon the facet (there was no necessity for the 
Judischer Rundschau to descant upon it in its roundabout turgid 
philosophy)—that the ultimate goal of Zionism can only be viewed 
as possible, by the mind's eye of imagination instructed by 
uclual progress accomplished—gigantic aS compared with what 
Zionists dared to hope but a few years ago, litthe when compared 
with what yet has to be done. But that does not alter in the 
least the ultimate aim for which Zionism was founded and which 
true Zionists pursue. Do we need any proof? There is the speech 
by Dr, WEIZMANN at the tenth session of the Zionist General Council 
only a few months ago. 
“I do not only believe that it is possible to create the great 
Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine within a reasonable number of 
years,” said the Zionist leader. “I want to see it myself. ... When 
this burning thirst for fulfilment is. felt by all of us, the neces- 
sary effort will be made. Without this, we only waste the strength 
of Chalnzim and. our own in fields of Fretz Yisrael. if this great 
conception is believed in, the Aeren Hayesod will advance on an 
enlarged scale. ... We have a gigantic cultural task to perform ; 
if we succeed in rendering productive the marshes and desert lands 
of Palestine. ... we shall change our political position as if by 
magic. We shall then be able to turn to all the Governments, 
Parliaments and Peoples of the world and say to them: * Thisis what 
we have achieved, what have you done?’.... But to do this, we 
must carry in our souls the Divine unrest and must communicate it to 
the Jews surrounding us.” 
These extracts. including the words italicised, we have reprinted 
from the New Judea, an ofticial Zionist publication, and it is satis- 


_ factory to know upon the assurance of Dr. Eper that this higher

THIS very crude, and assuredly rude, admonition has had some 
considerable vogue of late. Some naughty boys, apparently, have 
amused themselves recently by scribbling the words in chalk upon the 
garden walls and fencesof a North-Western suburb, in which a number 
ef our people dwell. That the acclamation is not even grammar, does 
notseem to have lessenedits popularity with some hysterical creatures 
who attended a meeting presided over by Commander 0, LOCKER- 
LAMPSON, M.P., held a few days ago at the Albert Hall, and who inter- 
rupted the proceedings by constantly shrieking the slogan referred to. 
We can almost forgive the aberration and overlook the original 
mischievousness, seeing that it has evoked from the Commander 
the letter we publish from thé Jewish World in another column. It 
is the letter of a high-minded Englishman, a man imbued with the 
best and truest traditions of this great country. It stands out 
in bold relief when compared with the miserable pettiness that 
induces such little pin-pricks as anti-Jewish cries at a public 
meeting, or anti-Jewish scribble on the public highway. The 
Commander, we have no doubt, represents an infinitely larger 
number of our. fellow-countrymen than. did foolish 
women who interrupted the proceedings at his meeting. On 
the lines of “ outing” the Jews, by the by, it has been announced 
during the last day or two, that the Mid-Surrey Golf Club has 
placed a veto upon the membership of Jews and Jewesses. We 
sec no reason for heroic protests and fretful regrets in this matter, 
although it is, of course, annoying and was intended to be so. It 
is not the first time that this sort of thing has occurred at clubs 
devoted to the “royal and ancient’ game. A few years ago, one 
of the most prominent members of the community was excluded 
because of his being a Jew. And we said then what we venture to 
repeat now, that a club is a private concern, the members of which 
have a right—however senseless may be the mode in which it is 
exercised—to determine with whom they will associate. Their 
objections may be stupid, or fastidious or inexplicable. But why 
should they be compelled to tolerate members they for any reason 
do not like? There is, too, something else to be said on this question, 
When we have had occasion to investigate the reason for the 
refusal to have Jews in these Social Clubs, we have been told 
sometimes that the members objected to Jews playing golf (or 
tennis) on Saturday, which is known to be the Jewish Sabbath, 
and sometimes that members objected even more strongly to 
Jews using the Club on Sundays, which they certainly would 
if they obtained a sufficiently large foothold. Asa matter of fact, 
what inspires this exclusion of Jews is not anti-Judaism in the 
sense of anti-Semitism. It is the result of a social bias, very 
narrow perhaps, sometimes very snobbish; but it does not arise 
from anything like the dislike of the anti-Semites with their stupid 
and groundless fear of Judaism. Moreover, the matter is not of great 
consequence ; for worthy Jews, much as they may regret the. spirit 
that underlies the exclusiveness, will not, to employ the French 
phrase, wish to put their noses where there is no water to wash them!

Why Not War?

¥ E knew that war cannot end War, that liberty and right 
cannot be established by force, that Militarism is the 
vice, not of one nation, but of many. . . The whole 
civilised world is in jeopardy of war, while in half- 
a-dozen Kuropeam nations liberty and right have yielded ‘to the 
autocracy of the sword, and men are returning to the pre-war 
philosophy that strifes and competition are of the permanent order 
of men’s existence. . . What is at stake is not merely our own 
civilisation, but the last hope of man. We must destroy war, or be 
destroyed by it. The whole force of Religion must be thrown into 
the scales against War. Every energy’ of man must labour for that 
Justice which alone can maintain peace. . . We must choose 
between Utopia and hell.” |

Many of these words read something like a self-quotation—I 
mean so far as the sentiment underlying them is concerned. They 
strike me as almost a re-echoing of words I have used many times in 
thiscolumn. and which lemployed persistently while nation was lifting 
up sword against nation, and the dense, dark cloud of war rested 
upon humankind. But in fact, they are the words of the preacher 
who occupied the pulpit in the national fane on Sunday last. It was 
Canon Donaldson speaking at Westminster Abbey, who thus viewed 
the results of the long tragic struggle which bathed Europe in blood 
for close upon five years. One can almost hear the crunching in 
his hands of the Dead Sea fruit yielded by the wicked seed which 
sprouted in 1914. He crushes under his heel, with contumely, the 
claims for war—for the war—which were megaphoned in our ears 
for upwards of fifty months, and which formed maroon signals, 
sending the youth of | know not how many pations into the Gehenna- 
broth boiling and sizzling, destroying the millions of lives that 
were engulfed in it. 1 wonder if words like these had 
been spoken while the war was yet in progress by princes of the 
Chureb, by missioners of the one whom they believe was the har- 
binger of peace on earth and goodwill among men, whether the ange! 
of death would have been stayed and the sword returned to its 
scabbard even if but a little sooner. It is a mistake to think, as I have 
heard many people say, that ministers of religion, like statesmen and 
other publicists, write and speak about war as they do now, 
and wrote and spoke so differently when war was in progress, 
because they know that it is safe for them to speak as they do 
to-day but that there was danger, had they done sothen. It isa 
mistake, | think, to suppose that a sense of cowardice or fear 
made them dumb and that they are proving themselves now. It seems 
to me that while the war was yet in progress all of us who were 
directly or indirectly engaged in the amiable process of disem- 
bowelling our enemies, or trying to prevent our enemies from 
disembowelling us, were more or less maddened, And it may be that 
men like the eloquent preacher whose words I have quoted, saw 
war then as he sees it now. But subconsciously he felt it of little 
use then to speak Peace; although in fact it is of course far 
more necessary to counsel peace when war is in progress than when 
the war drum throbs no longer. To be sure, I am unaware 
whether this particular preacher did or did not utilise his pulpit 
position to denounce war in the dreadful days of the titanic conflict. 
! do not recollect his doing so. But if he did, then he will join with 


those who have cause to thank God that in the maelstrom of 
insanity that swept across men and women, in the’ glaring 


obliquity that seized upon them, they were not wholly blinded 
to the infamy of War, nor utterly silent in its denunciation. 
© o © 

Last Sabbath lt have seen described as Peace Sabbath. It occurs 
fo me that the expression though well understood is tautological. 
For the Sabbath in the Jewish understanding of the word, is the 
true analogue of Peace. It is not the only indication that Judaism 
gives of devotion to the cause of Peace. The Jewish “cult” is filled 
with the idea that peace on earth and goodwill among men is the way 
of life, and it is no wonder that more than one Jew has given con- 
spicuous evidence, in the service he has performed towards peace, 
of the impress which the doctrine has made upon the adherents of 
our faith, Militarism has ne attraction for Jews who are Jewish. 
Violence which is the basic element in war, is wholly antipathetic 
to their natures. The greatest among our Rabbis bade us be 
pursuers of peace, loving peace, hating war, abominating violence 


and despising the sword, loving God's work, nation towards nation, 
and the work the 


We Jews, however, like our Christian neighbours who Loy 
peace and raise the idea of it to the statu 
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our own inconsistencies, What a jar against every true conception 
of Judaism and every right idea of our attitude to war ar those 
services in the Synagogue which form an apotheosis of the hateful 
thing called war. The Chanucah Military Service is announced, 
What a moral jazz! Men who are serving in His Majesty's Forces 
are got together so that their vocation of war may be encouraged 
by the Synagogue, which detests war and stands for peace! If 


anything could be worse than that, it is the association of 
a soldier serving Great Britain (or any other existing State 
for that matter) with the men and the deeds which 
figure in our Chanucah celebration. The Maccabean spirit is 
evoked; but what was the Maccabean spirit? It was the spirit 
of infinite bravery and consummate prowess in defence of 


Judaism, in assertion of the Divine right of the Jew to worship 
the Almighty in accordance with the dictates of his conscience. 
The British Army, like the armies of every other country in these 
days, is maintained with a totally different idea and for a very 
different purpose; although, perhaps, the objects for which the 
British Army is called upon to fight are usually nearer the Maccabean 
spirit than the armies of many another country. 


But, even so, the objects are as the poles asunder. There 
is no real relativity of idea between Chanvcah and the 
military spirit as manifested by the soldiers of the King 
—there is no real connection between Chanucah and the 


British Army. Our men serve in the army as British citizens. 
They are no more Jewish soldiers than I am a Jewish Income Tax- 
payer. In each case Jews do their duty as citizens, and whether 
that duty calls for the payment of taxes, or for service in the 
Forces, it is to be hoped that Jews in this country and in. all 
countries will do what the State justly demands of them with 
zeal and with devotion. But it is a prostitution of Chanucah, 
a parodying of the Maccabean spirit, 
our religious observances to a vain show of spurious patriotism, 
that dictate the Chanucah Military Service, led by Ministers who 
doff the garb of sanctity for the uniform of cruelty, who don the 
clothes of violence and leave the garments of righteousness, for 
the occasion. The whole business of this Chanucah Military Service 
is a sorry comment upon the proneness of Jews to carry their 
religion as a sacrifice to conventionality, and the sacred things with 
them to the altar of imitativeness. It is that constant fear lest 
they shall not be regarded as their neighbours and shall be thought 
of as not dividing the hoof of citizen loyalty quite as deeply. as 
those among whom they are environed. I shall be told, I suppose, 
that it is a good thing to have a Special Service for Soldiers, to get 
them to come to synagogue, and that it is now also a recognition of 
what they did in defending the country. But why link the thing on the 
Chanucah. IUt it is desirable to hold sectional services in our syna- 
gogues, then .there are other callings that demand consideration. 
Financiers did no.end to secure victory in the war. 


The reverend Canon who spoke last Sunday at Westminster 
Abbey, told us that the future war is now hanging in the balance. 
To: what precisely he referred I will not venture to suggest, but 
I would express agreement with his words in so far as that every 
day and every hour the forces, as he put it, of Utopia on the 
one side and hell upon the other, are struggling for mastery. 
As I write this, I recollect that the morrow is the anniversary of 
the Armistice that put an end to the violence of the Great War. 
In the few silence we shall all of us observe what an 
avalanche of thought. will come to our minds! With 
the thoughts will be drenched with tears—tears impossible to 
repress perhaps, but useless for they -will be shed through the

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remembrance of some great and lasting sorrow, that can never be 
undone. With some again the thought must be, despite the occasion 
—the tragedy of it!—one of joy. For it will recall how loved ones 
who went into the valley of Death came away unhurt to live lives 
of pleasantness even until now. And I believe that with some— 
anyway I hope that with some—the thought will assert itself: Why 
not War? Ah! why not? There will come a very flood of answering 
reasons Why men, human beings, should turn to some other means 
of adjusting international disputes, when they occur, than by killing 
aud slaying and maiming and wounding. - There will come, too, the 
thought of the one whose dust lies far away, his grave marked 
with the sign of honour in that he buckled on his armour when 
the needs of bis country called, and recollection of him will be the 
answer of answers for the individual to, Why not War? Nor can I 
believe that a less potent reply will come to the one who in the 
solemn silence to-morrow will realise that some dear one is here 
and near now—phiysically here and physically near—and what 
might have been with him.

which, by implication, is necessarily glorification. ef the War idea, 
but for pcriodical self-dedication to the cause of international 
Peace, and to the jnost, humane and loving tasks which that 
solemu act cssentially involves. We are optimistic enough to 
hold with increasing tenacity, as the result of recent develop. 
ments in the domain of world politics, that civilized mankind is 
steadily moving on to an era of Wiiady diffused trust, forbearance, 


and amity among the nations, to the realisation, in short. of those grand 
ideals which the Chicf Rabbi significantly characterises as “the very 
foundations of our sacred faith.” To speed, by personal effort, the advent 
of that time is a duty doubly commended to us Jews in our twofold 
capacity as Israclites and as men. 

It is because we are conscious of that great obligation that we have 
founded and maintain this Society. Such organisations, despite the 
umdoubted progress in men's outlook to which I have j}ust referred, are 
by no means superfluous in these days. In his new book, Mr. Ford, tho 
industrial magnate, gives it as his opinion (1 quote from memory) that 
“ peace-lovers can never attain their afm; as long as there are people 
inclined for strife, the danger of war will always persist.” 


It is a truism 
of course. Bat the reply is obvious, 


The people inclined for strife will

Will convert them in the end. It is for the peace-lover to convert them 
aud to nourish his faith in the success of his endeavours and in the

Obituary. 


Miss LUCY YATES. 

The death has oscurred in London of Miss Lucy Yates, second daughter 
of the late Mr. G. S. Yates, and Mrs. Hannah Yates, of Liverpool. 
Miss Yates who was a lady of great intellectual gifts and noble qualities of 
heart, came to London some years ago to find a wider scope for her 
literary ambitions and social efforts. In Liverpool she had already been 
a pioneer in work for women, especially in her services to the Jewish 
Girls’ Club: and had established her literary reputation by her 
work at the University and the literature classes she inaugurated on 
Elizabethan drama and playwrights, and by some brilliant essays on 
Shelley and other poets. Coming to London, she became Secretary of 
the Sociological Society, and was associated with Mrs, Fawcett, Miss 
Clementina Black, and others working to improve the condition of 
women. During the war she held an important position in the Ministry 
of Munitions, and out of her experience published “ The Woman's Part : 
a Record of Munitions Work, 1918.” She wason the staff of the TRIBUNE 
during the existence of that newspaper, and was afterwards a contributor 
to many journals and periodicals on social, educational and kindred 
subjects. 


A CORRESPONDEN'’ weites: With a gifted and cultured mind, Miss 
Yates combined originality of ideas. She was something of a born 
organiser, burning to right wrongs and sweep away all social injustice. 
She never spared herself in her pursnit of the ideals to which she 
was devidted. She would be utterly indifferent to luxury, even to 
comfort, and self-denying to the point of rejecting necessities for 
herself. And she was generous, too, almost to a fault, especially to 
people struggling to maintain appearances. Bright and cheerful 
in spite of many difficulties, brave in face of physical suffering, she 
would not give in till the burden of ill-health became too heavy to 
bear. Alas' itis sad to think that one with so bright a mind, so fine 
a nature and so true a heart, and one, too, with such capacity for 
usefulness, should be taken away in the plenitude of her powers. But 
she accomplished a full life's work, though her life’s term was limited, 
and that, I hope, will be some source of comfort to those who mourn her 
most. The utmost sympathy is felt with her aged mother, Mrs. Hannah 
Yates, who has had. to meet, and has bravely met, so many sorrows in 
recent years, and also with her sistcrs and brothers. 


Miss HANNAH HERTZON, 

The death has occurred this week of Miss Hannah Hertzon, formerly 
Tleadmistress of the Westminster Jews’ Free School. The deceased was 
trained at the Jews’ Free School, and went to the Westminster school-as 
Ileadmistress in 1876, serving in that capacity for forty years. She 


carned the confidence and esteem of the. Managers and Committee during 


that period, and the School made great progress under her leadership. 


Mr. NAHUM LABOVITCH (Leeds). 

By the sudden death of Mr. Nahum Laboviteh, the Leeds Jewish 
community has lost one of its oldest members and staunchest supporters 
of Traditional Judaism. He was responsible for the founding of the 
“Chevrah Tchilim ” over-forty years ago, and was instrumental in build- 
ing the New Synagogue, where he served as President for many years. 
ile served the Leeds community in many capacities. The deceased was 
an EN WN, pious and Godfearing and tolerant.—From Rabbi Il. Hurwitz.

Miss Raby Ricardo, who recently passed away, although in ill-health, 
took an active part in the Ladies’ Guild, of which she was the Hon.

THE WORK OF THE LCA. 


Roumanian Nationality. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associatian was held 
on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were present : 

Mr. LEONARD G. Monreriore, O.B.E., in the chair, Haham Dr. M. Gaster, 
Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Sir Philip Magnus, Bart., Lady Tuck, Mrs. Fr. 8. 
Franklin, Miss Nettie Adler, J,P., Miss Kate Halford, Messrs. E. N. Adler, 
Gerald FEF. Beddington, C.B.E., Frank D. Benjamin, Leonard L. Cohen, J. 
Cowen. B. A. Fersht, O. BE. d’Avigdor Goldsmid, Conncillor A. Howitt, J.P., 
Harry Kahn, H. M. Kikcli, C.S.T° (President of the Bristol Branch), Harry K. 
lewis. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., Lionel Lowy, J. Meller, J. Prag, J.P., Oswald 
John Simon, M. A. Sprelman, L. L. Zossenheim ‘President of the Leeds Branch), 

Sir PHULIP MAGNUS moved, and Mr. 0..J. SIMON seconded, the 
election of Mr. Joseph Prag, J.P., as a Vice-President, in recognition of 
his distinguished services as Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

A letter was read from Mr. Claude G. Montefioré, who was absent 
owing to indisposition, saying that if anyone had deserved well of the 
Association it was Mr. Prag. 

The motion was carried by acclamation. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT congratulations were tendered to 
Mr. M. A. Spielman and Haham Dr. Gaster on attaining their seventieth 
birthdays, and to Rabbi Dr. Salomon, Vice-President of the Manchester 
Branch, on reaching his eightieth birthday. 

The Nationality Law in Roumania. 

On the Joint Foreign Committee's report, | 

Mr. LucIEN WOLF said there had been no change in the Nationality 
Law in Ronumania. Every difficulty could be solved if the law could be 
amended or withdrawn. But the Roumanian Government felt, and they 
could be altruistic enough to understand this point of view, that having 
made this mistake they could not withdraw it in face of the dictatum of 
the League of Nations, still less in face of the dictatum of the Joint 


* 


Foreign Committee. Moreover, every Roumanian Government was at 


present so unstable that it had to take care that it did not alienate anti- 
Semitic opinion. What would happen this month he did not know, but 
Mr. Mitilienu was earnest in assuring him that they would expedite the 
appeals against the exclusion of those who had been deprived of their 
national status. Two thousand of these appeals were settled last year. 
How many of these were settled in favour of the appellants he did not 
know. In the Bukovina there were 14,000 appeals by people who were 
still without nationality after six years. And these were only Jews. 
There were quite as many Christians, and this was in addition to the 
Stateless people in Bessarabia and Transylvania. They would see what 
happened on the fifteenth of this month. It was because he had expressed 
profound dissatisfaction at the non-fulfilment of the promises made 
year after year that Mr. Mitilienu had suggested a time-limit. He 
had declined to formulate one, but accepted the time-limit he himself 
proposed of the middle of November. They had certainly- achieved 
something in regard to this question which was so acute in Roumania, 
and also applied to Poland and other countries. They had moved the 
League of Nations to take action, and there was a concentration of public 
bodies dealing with it—the International Committee of the Red Cross, the 
Refugees’ Advisory. Committee and the International Committee on 
Migration who bad all taken the question in hand, and they might take 
it that it would be radically and exhaustively treated by the League. 
The PRESIDENT, in reply to Dr. Daiches, said it was hoped that a 


report on the question of the Portuguese Marranos would be presented at 
the next meeting. 


Schools in Iraq. 


The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Brotman (the Jewish. Director of 
Education) and his family had arrivedin Bagdad early in October. It was 
very pleasant to hear on all sides how much Mr. Brotman was liked in 
Bagdad. At Hilleh, which was a town north of Bagdad, there was 
a school founded by Mr. Menahem Daniel, one of the leading mem. 
bers of the community in Bagdad. When Mr. Goldsmid was in Iraq 
he promised to provide a headmaster for the school and that the Anglo- 
Jewish Association would share the expenses of the salary with Mr. 
Daniel. They had now appointed a Dr. Maloul and his wife to the post. 
Dr. Maloul was a graduate of Cairo University and had the neces- 
sary knowledge of Hebrew and Arabic. They proposed to make a 
grant of £50 towards the establishment of a kindergarten in Bagdad. 
This was to be an annexe to the Medrash School, and Mr. Brotman, 
while he was in Palestine, found two teachers who he thought would be 
aimirable. He engaged them. The authorities of the Medrash had 
made difficulties, as they regarded the possibility of fathers coming in 
touch with female teachers as deplorable (laughter), but the difficulty had 
been got over, and he hoped the kindergarten was now in working order, 
Negotiations had been proceeding with regard to sending out a nurse. 
Three candidates had been seen who had all received their training at 
the London Jewish Hospital, and were recommended by Dr. A. H. Levy 
a member of the Council, and a very distinguished ophthalmic surgeon. 
In Basrah, Sir E. 8. Kadoorie had founded a school which Mr. Brotman 
would visit and report upon. 

The Council approved the Executive Committee's recommendations 
as to the appointment of the head teachers at Hilleh, and voted £50 
towards the kindergarten at Bagdad. 

Matriculation in Jerusalem. 

On a vote of £79 13s, for materials for the Matriculation Class at the 
Evelina School, Jerusalem. 

Mrs. F. 8. FRANKLIN said that the elder girls of the school had been 
going to other schools for matriculation courses and came under prosetly- 
tising influences. Miss Landau returned on October Ist and decided at 
once that the matricolation Class should take Hebrew as its principal 
language and English as the secondary one. Mathematics, geography, 


and history would be taught in Hebrew and English, domestic science 
and literature in English. 


The vote was approved. | 
The following grants were renewed: Bombay School, £100 (towards 


the cost of the Hebrew and Religious Instruction) ; Beyrout Schools, £60 ; 
Haifa Schools, £55 : Teheran School, 2,000 francs; Tetuan Girls’ School, 
£28. 

£100 was voted to the Shanghai School for 1927. 

The distribution of the income from the Kadoorie Bequest was 
approved on the same lines as last year with the addition of a grant of 
£39 14s. 1d. (balance of income) to the Diseharged Prisoners’ Aid Society. 

Work of the Ica. 

The PRESIDENT made a statement on the recent work of theIca. He 
said that the Argentine harvest promised to be a good one and that the’ 
Colonies would benefit. They had all made steady progress and even the 
Colony that had lagged behind—Montefiore— was making up for lost time. 
The only result of its name was that it had rather more locusts than the 
other Colonies. (Laughter.) Since the beginning of the year numbers of 
colonists had become owners of their land, They now numbered 723-— 
about a quarter of the total. Four thousand children were attending the 


various classes for religious teaching. In Brazil thé stream of colonists 


had been gradually increasing, and stimulated by an inerease of 
immigration from Europe a new group of 30 families had been estab- 
lished on the land. The Ica had been a participator in the Palestine Loar 
Bank, which was managed in London by the Economic Board. They had 
placed a portion of their available funds at the disposal of the Bank, and 
they hoped that these increased resources would enable it to be even 
more useful in making loans to co-operatives in Palestine. There had 
been a gradual increase in the Ica Jewish colonies in Canada, and the last 
report showed that the situation was good and the harvest was excellent. 
In Eastern Europe there had been a gradual tendency to settle on the 
land. In Russia,,as.a result of the revolution, and in Poland, through 
various causes, the number of our coreligionists who found their livelihood 
in petty commerce and trading had been gradually reduced.. The old 
markets had been cut off by the frontiers erected as a result of the Treaty 
of Versailles, and, over and above that, the purchasing power of the 
local population had very much declined. The result was that there 
was a demand by large groups’ of Jews to settle on the land. This 
movement was being assisted on a large scale by the Joint . Distribution 
Committee, and on a smaller scale by the Ica, and the settlement was being 
effected almost in the neighbourhood of the old Ica colonies. The same 
thing was taking place in Poland. 7 |

COMMANDER LOCKER-LAMPSON’S PROTEST.

I agree with you in warmly 
resenting any anti-Jewish expressions of opinion at the meeting in 
question and exceedingly regret the withdrawal of any Jew who 
happened to be there. | | 

[have consistently supported Jews wherever I have been. I am 
proud to think that I saved the lives of 500 Jews in Berdichef during 

“the war, and I count among Jews some of my best friends. In the 
town where I live in Norfolk, there is only one Jewish family resident, 
and the mother of this family sent three sons to the war, twoof whom 
were killed and another of whom was driven by shock into an asylum. 

When a monument was to be put upto those who had fallen in the 

war, I refused to subscribe unless it bore the names of these Jewish 

boys who had died in a common fight. 

England, indeed, is deeply indebted to its Jews, whether it be in 
the realms of art, literature, politics, or business. A Jew gave us our 
religion, and may I always be a sufficiently good Christian to stand 
up for the race to which Christ belonged. 

However humbly, I have done all | could to promote Zionism, 
not to expatriate English Jews, but in order to give the impoverished 
and down-trodden members of Jewry in places like Poland some home 
if only in spirit. I particularly regret any anti-Semitic expression of 
opinion at any meeting of mine, and I certainly shall not tolerate it. 

_ It is almost impossible for a speaker while speaking in so large an 
area as the Albert Hall to determine the nature of an interruption, 
and I had no notion that any Jew had heen turned out until after the 
meeting. Anyone who bullies a minority is a cad, and Englishmen 
who insult the stock of Disraeli must be fools into the bargain,

A Delegate’s Impressions. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn.—The outstanding feature of last Sunday week’s meeting was 
undoubtedly the able, tactful and impartial control exercised by the chair- 
man. I have sat under many notable chairmen, such as the late Lord Roths- 
child, Sir Julian Goldsmid (Anglo-Jewish Association), Mr. Albert Jessel, &c. 
The first two were firm and occasionally autocratic and never humorous, but 
they always had their mectings under complete control, It must, however, 
be admitted that they never had to deal with an audience of so democratic a 
character as that which met at Spring Gardens as the Conjoint Conference. 
Sir Robert did not make long speeches - when circumstances demanded it he 
was serious, but at times, when answering awkward questions or adjudicating 
on points of order, there was always a humorous touch and a twinkle in his 
eyes, which reminded one of his cousin, the late Mr. Albert Jessel. A delegate 
who rose to a point of order was somewhat dissatisfied with the chairman's 
ruling. With a smile which disarmed all opposition he pointed out that a 
resolution could be moved that the chairman vacate the chair. The meeting 
knew that no better chairman could be found, and smiled with Sir Robert. 
The two important items discussed were: (1) Franchise for women, (2) the 
extension of the United Svnagogue activities to Great Britain (as recom- 
mended by the Council), but to include the Dominions and Mandated Terri- 
tories, such as, or rather particularly, Palestine. 

The proposer and seconder of the amendment opposing votes for women 
made most impassioned speeches, and it seemed to me that in their excitement 
they unconsciously 2nd unintentionally gave one the impression of just a 
little fanaticism and vindictiveness. One can forgive that orthodox pro- 
tagonist, Mr. Lionel Cohen, for his excitable outburst. Everybody realised 
that, rightly or wrongly, he felt that to grant votes to women would be opposed 
to traditional Judaism, or, in other words, “ againat the Din.”’” When it came 
to the turn of the seconder, my old friend, Mr. Isaac Landau, one imagined 
“ that, being a lawyer, we should listen to a calmly reasoned argument, such as 
one is entitled to expect from a member of the legal profession. Strange to 
say, he was even more impassioned than the mover, and during the whole 
course of his speech was trembling with nervous excitement. Both the mover 
and seconder and, in fact, nearly all their supporters, frequently interrupted, 
and even shouted down those who differed from them, and, in my humble 


opinion, the advocates of votes for women hardly received a fair hearing. It 


was indeed a relief when Mr. Ernest Lesser rose to address us as a supporter of 
the franchise. He realised from the behaviour of the meeting that he was 
leading a forlorn hope, yet his quiet and dignified utterances were in distinct 
contrast to the fiery tones of Messrs, Cohen and Landau. Mr. Maurice Barnett, 
a member of the Bar, in favour of the vote, was, I thought, absurdly inter- 
rupted, and shouted at to withdraw, because he presumed that those present 
were either English Jews or Zionists. For the life of me I could not see why 
so many of the delegates should have taken exception to this, more or less, 
true statement. His reply to one interrupter, who said that women did not 
want the vote, was rather neat, * Those that did not want it need not exercise 
at.” 

The mover of the amendment quoted Chief Rabbi Kook, of Jerusalem, 
and others, as being opposed to the woman franchise on traditional vrounds. 
Dr. Hertz had not been asked for a definite opinion, and the one given by the 


Dayanim was not very convincing. One wondered why the opinion of that 


backbone of orthodoxy, Rabbi Victor Schénfeld, had not been invited. 

The second resolution, to extend the sphere of the United Synagogue 
beyond Great Britain, was moved by Mr. Robert Solomon, in a very quiet 
but incisive speech, delivered all too slowly and deliberately, in view of the 
time limit, ten minutes, allowed to each speaker. In my humble opinion, 
the seconder, Mr. Tell, of the New Synagogue, made the speech of the day. 
He marshalled his facts in proper sequence, he spoke most distinctly with what 
I thought was an attractive enthusiasm, and with such clear enunciation as 
to lead one to believe that he was giving us a lesson in elocution. Never Jost 
or hesitating for a word, his speech was pleasant to listen to, 

My mind reverted to my twenty years’ membership of the Council, when 
any motion emanating from the honorary officers was always sure of aéceptance 
by a majority of councillors, I mention this because it struck me that the 
present honorary officers, capable and conscientious as they are, are losing 
that weight and influence previously possessed and exercised by their prede- 
cessors, They seemed to be defeated on most points brought up, and they 
took their defeat like true sportsmen and gentlemen. This was certainly in 
contrast to what took place more than a quarter of a century ago, when on 
being defeated (as a result of an amendment moved by the late Mr. Albert 
Jessel) the honorary officers left the council chamber in a body, upon which 


the meeting was continued by Mr. Jessel, who was voted to the chair. The. 
differences were of course, amicably adjusted, and very soon after the occur- 


rence Mr. Jessel became, as his abilities justified, an honorary officer. I view 
the future with some alarm, as this constant opposition to the honorary officers 
may be carried too far. One would not wish the Council to drive its chief men 
from office, as the Federation has done. Some delegates did not exercise their 
votes freely. I overheard one delegate state that, although he was in favour of 
votes for women, he felt bound to keep to an understanding that had been 
arrived at between the delegates and their synagogues’ representatives to 
vote solid against it. One delegate was heard to say that the meeting seemed 
to resolve itself into a case of English-born Jews versus foreign-born Jews, to 
the truth of which the voting seemed to lend colour. . 

__ The majority of the speakers seemed to be members of the legal profession, 
who, on the whole, did not appear to find favour with the meeting. This does 
not apply to Mr. Teff nor to Mr. 8S. Moses and Mr. Ernest Lesser, all of whom 
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were accorded a respectful hearing. It is evident that no audience is willing 
to listen too often to any one speaker, however eminent he may be, for there 
was one gentleman, a respected communal worker for some forty years, who 
resembled a kind of Jack-in-the- box, spoke mainly on points of order, and who 
subsequently seemed to tire the meeting, who received him with some derision. 

One representative scemed to carry the Meeting, Honorary Officers 


‘included, with him on all the points he raised. I refer to Mr. M. Schiff 


(Stoke Newington), a conscientious and orthodox Jew, broad-minded and 
tolerant, a rare but splendid combination. Were he a younger man, I 
should look upon him as a budding Carl Stettauer, one of the most 
popular councillors and honorary officers that the United Synagogue 
ever had. 

Mr. Schiff would have supported Votes for Women, but he wanted 
“safeguards.” The meeting was left to guess the nature of the “safe. 
guards ” he desired, but possibly he visualised ladies in the wardens’ box 
or even standing Segan.” 

In my opinion Votes for Women will sooner or later be granted, but 
not until its supporters are better organised. Meanwhile, no time should 
be lost in securing a definite opinion from the Chief Rabbi as to its 
orthodox or traditional legality, for it was absence of organisation and of 
a definite statement from Dr. Hertz, as above mentioned, that was the 
cause of the large majority against it. 

These observations are not intended as a report of the proceedings, but 
simply as a record of a delegate’s impressions,

Sir,—As the question of votes for women is very much to the fore at 
the present moment, I think it might imterest your readers to know that 
in our congregation we decided to give votes to women in 1921, and at the 
same time made them eligible to serve on the Committee. 

The supporters of this movement had to fight a battle similar to the 
one which is being fought in London just now, and the same arguments 
which at present are being used against votes for women were used 
then. | 

On the basis of five years’ experience I have no hesitation in saying that 
all the terrible things which were predicted have not come to pass, and 
that we have absolutely no reason to regret the step we took. On the 
contrary, We find that the interest taken by the ladies in our communal 
affairs is very deep and sincere, and that their help and advice is very 
valuable, 

I may add that we did not consult the Ecclesiastical Authorities, in 
fact it never occurred to us to do so, as we considered the question purely 
a matter of management and administration. Personally I do not regret 
that we never approached them on the subject.— Yours faithfully,

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—As a delegate at the historic meeting on Sunday, the 3lst ult., 
allow me to confirm what Mr. Liverman writes you, especially the con- 
cluding paragraph of his letter, viz., “ the cause we advocate was defeated 
by methods which, in their unquestioned earnestness and sincérity, the 
opposition had allowed themselves to use, in organisation and strategy.” 
Take, Sir, but one important point, viz., the proffered opinion of Chief 
Rabbi Kook, of Palestine. As a fact, any number of voters were neutral 
when they entered the room, but to my surprise—although many are not 
observant members of our Faith—they were swayed against the franchise 
by the pronouncement of Rabbi Kook. 

This, according to the Report, is what Mr. Lionel Cohen put before 
the meeting. “ Proceeding, he cited the opinion of Chief Rabbi Kook 
that the voting of women in communal elections was against the Din, and 
he also cited the views of four Continental Rabbis to the same effect.” 

This expression of opinion made a deep impression on many of the 
voters. Forty-eight hours after the meeting, however, it was given out 
that Chief Rabbi Kook had expressed no opinion at all, and I do not know 
if he was even approached on the matter. “1t seems amazing, if this be 
true, that on such an important issue Mr. Lionel Cohen did not make quite 
sure of his ground before stating what he did. It would be worth con- 
sideration whether this alone is not sufficient to invalidate the result of 
the meeting as far as the franchise is concerned, for, assuming the state- 
ment cannot be controverted, dust was certainly thrown in the eyes of 
the electors, and influenced many to a large extent. 

Mr. Landau said: “ Although certain women had had a vote in 1870), 
this privilege had been deliberately omitted from the Act. There was 
the strongest ground for believing that the Ecclesiastical Authorities had 
given a definite ruling that it was contrary to Jewish law.” It is sur- 
prising that Mr. Landau, versed as he must be in English Jurisprudence, 
did not delve deeper into the matter before committing himself. Had he 
have done so he would have found that Chief Rabbi Nathan Marcus Adler 
was installed in office as Chief Rabbi in the year 1845. What Mr. 
Landau suggested is this: that for twenty-five years Chief Rabbi Nathan 
Adler permitted this anomaly (I believe it was that privileged members’ 
widows were allowed to vote), and not until those good men and true, 
who drew up the scheme of Foundation and Trust in 1870, and who, no 
doubt, had good reasons of their own for deleting the former privilege, did 
the Chief Rabbi suddenly discover what a terrible sin he had allowed to 
be perpetrated during the long period of a quarter of a century of his 

Must we always proclaim to the world that we are too inefficient and 
too indifferent to appreciate its advancement? Must we always act as 4 
drag on public incentive for the common weal, and perpetuate the general 
impression that we must always remain fossilised, ancient, and unsug- 
ceptible to every ordinary evolution? 
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Rabbinate! Sir, the thing is too puerile for further discussion, and on 
the face of it, carries its own refutation with it. 

Another thing that struck me as unnecessary and fraught, as it 
turned out, with danger in the eyes of a certain section of the com.- 
munity, was the circulating among the electors of a précis of suggestions. 
Out of the many thousands of members comprising the United Synagogue 
who were given the opportunity of sending in suggestions, only eleven 
persons availed themselves of the invitation. Most of these suggestions 
were ultra vires, and, as far as their usefulness was concerned, not one 
was accepted by the Council for inclusion in their new Scheme. 
Together with the “ Reservation,” however, they only served to feed 
those foreshadowings, which seemed to seare the Opposition to such a 
needlessly alarming extent. There was no reason for this. I well 
remember, as a tad, the time when “the Amalgamation” (as it was then 
called) was in progress, and considering what the United Synagogue has 
accomplished since then, and stands for to-day after fifty-six years—its 
standard of- official: impartiality, and-~its devotion to 
traditional Judaism and the Jewish cause in general—one may have 
every confidetide that we can leave the future to continue those fine 
traditions of the past. Men may come and men may go, but we need 
have no fear as to the future consistency and expansion of the United 
Synagogue. What influenced me in voting for the franchise was a little 
return for, anda gracious recognition of, the remarkable honorary work 
which women accomplish for the welfare of the community. It would 


ill become me at this time of day to enumerate the many charitable . 


institutions they serve in so unobtrusive a manner. No man or woman 
who knows what is going on in the Community requires to be reminded 
of that work—it speaks for itself and enriches the dignity of womanhood. 


Of course, there is a great gulf between granting women members voting | 


power, and allowing them to contest seats on local committees and 
Council. This does not appeal to me.—Yours faithfully,

From Mr. M. SCHIFF. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SirR,— Will you permit me to point out that the conclusions you draw 
from the result of the Joint Meeting pertaining to women voting, are not 
jn accord with the facts that led to that result, The result was not 
brought about “ through slackness ” or “ obscurantism ” within the United 
Synagogue, but through interference and obscurantism from without. 
The members of the United Synagogue appreciate women's contribution 
to the religious life of the community—at least as much as any other 
section—-and if this matter had been left to the members of the United 
Synagogue (men and women), they would have settied it to their mutual 
satisfaction. ‘This opinion is based on personal observations on the spot, 
and is supported by the following facts : 

* Votes for Women” was one of the main arguments in favour of the 
appointment of the Committee to examine and report on the Act of 
Parliament by which the United Synagogue is governed, and yet this 
Committee was appointed without opposition. This Committee did in 
_ fact, come to an agreement with Mrs. Spielman (who has been advocating 
the Women’s Cause in our Synagogue for some years), apparently to her 
satisfaction, and if the matter had been left at that, voting rights would 
have been passed by a very large majority. 

The trouble began with the butting in of the Union of Jewish Women, 
who repudiated Mrs. Spielman, and put forward a claim for “ equal rights "— 
equal rights to fill every office in the Synagogue open tomen. If the framers 
- of that demand did not know at the time they made it that it is against 
Jewish law and Jcwish tradition for a woman to stand Segan at the Sepher 
and to discharge other duties incumbent on a Warden of a Synagogue, 
they certainly had ample time to learn it from the discussions at the 


(Council, when the consideration for other people's religious sentiments one 


would have expected would have led them to withdraw their demand, 
retire from the scene, and allow Mrs. Spielman to try to repair the 
damage they had done. Apparently, they were not so disposed, but per- 
sisted in their attitude to the very end. 

When the modified proposal was re-introduced to the Council, again a 
little consideration for other people's views ought to have guided those 
interested to have this proposal put before the Council by members who 
had not hitherto shown themselves in favour of the extreme demand. or 
at least the proposal would have been made in as non-partisan spirit as 
possible. But, again, the very reverse was done, and largely contributed 
to the impression that this proposal (if carried) was only intended to be 
used as a means to an end. 

Moreover, an amendment quite properly drawn (handed in by myself), 
which, if accepted, might have served the purpose of allaying some of 
these fears, was forsome reason unknown to me, fuled as inadmissible. 
In these circumstances, could, logically, any other result have been 
expected ?— Yours faithfully,

Sir,—-As one who has taken a direct personal interest in the question 
of votes for women in synagogal elections in the Manchester area, the 
vote against women’s suffrage passed at the Conjoint meeting of the 
United Synagogue leaves me with a deep sense of humiliation and regret. 

In lieu of the encouragement and enlightenment anticipated from so 
important a gathering, there is disclosed naught but blind prejudice and 
an organised opposition disposed to infuse into the discussion a degree of 
_ bitterness worthy of the religious rivalries and bigotry of bygone days. 

One's regret is mainly due to the fact that the decision referred to 
depicts Anglo-Jewry as incapable of keeping pace with the progress and 
development of public opinion. With one hand we exalt our women and 
place them on a pedestal because of their virtues, but with the other we 
pull them down, degrade and debase them as unworthy ; and even publicly 
decry them as unqualified to have any direct share in the congregational 
life of what is, after all, their joint synagogue, 


Yet, to the discerning, it is quite evident that all these attempts to 
bar the progress of our women folk are Goomed to failure. The out- 
look of women on the world and its work has been broadened, and the 
increased scope for their activities is easily visualised by all who are not 
wilfully blind. No other section of the vast community among whom we 
live fails to appreciate the effect of the war on women’s sphere and 
influence, except our own. Herein we display our amazing ignorance 
and incidentally hold ourselves up to ridicule. 

Yes, Sir, the women’s cause will prevail, and this temporary rebuff 


will merely prove an inspiration to further zealous effort on its behalf.

About Books. 


Israel Zangwill. 


One of the last contributions from the pen of Israel Zangwill was the 
“Foreword” he wrote to “ Village Idylls,” by Mr. 5. L. Bensusan. It is 
fitting, then, that included among the many attractive features of the 
October number of the QUARTERLY REVIPW (John Murray, 7s. 6d.) there 
should be a charming study, entitled “ Israel Zangwill,” by Mr. Bensusan. 
Inspired by the affection of a long comradeship, this memoir at the same 
time contains a masterly analysis of Zangwill’s works treated with fine 
restraint and critical interpretation. 

Mr. Bensusan recalls that those who met Zangwill in his early days 
can remember a slightly bowed figure with eloquent eyes, a shock of 
untidy hair, a hesitant manner, and pince-nez that had weakened in the 
effort to do equal justice to-both eyes. Zangwill did not thrust opinions 
upon his company, but it was clear that this deeply read apostle of what 
was called the “new humour” bad-a serious side. In“ Children of the 
Zangwill teok no sides: he showed an almost equal sympathy 
with those who clang to the old traditions, and with those who were 
stifled by them; if there was any bias it was in favour of the older 
fashion. . In “ Ghetto Tragedies,” he revealed himself in a fresh aspect as 
a writer with an exquisite sense of pity for unpitied humanity. In 189s, 
Zangwill published “ Dreamers of the Ghetto,” which Mr. Bensusan thinks 
is the most remarkable cf all Zangwill’s books that deal with Jewry. Here 
the atithor turned with a dat ing that only the issue could justify, to set 
out the inner life and thought of some of the greatest and most unfortunate 
of his people. Zangwill described this book as the story of a dream that 
bas not come true, as a chronicle of the dreamers who have risen in the 
Ghetto between the time of its establishment in the sixteenth century 
and ‘its break-up in our own. He songhtto present the artistic typifica- 
tion of many souls inspired by the great Ghetto dream, holding that art 
may seize vitally the essence of persons and movements, and that time 
and space are only the conditions through which spiritual facts struggle. 
It is an extrac rdinarily impressive book; everyone of the fifteen characters 
stands out as an idealist, dreaming his own particular dream, and in 
most cases destined to fail in his search for its realisation; but there 
was that which proclaimed a quest which novels and essays would not 
satisfy. 
fields; in every dreamer there scemed to be some forgotten incarnation 
of the soul that bade him live again. 
seek finality in judgment. 


It marks the beginnings of Zangwill’s movement towards larger 


Mr. Bensusan makes no attempt to 
His purpose is served by setting out some of 
the impressions gathered in more than thirty years of happy friendship. 
Passing in review those years, Mr. Bensusan states that it is impossible 
to recall the occasion when Zang¢will had not work on hand for others. At 
first it might have been nothing more than an cffort to help some 


struggler to obtain recognition in the world of art or letters. As 
time passed larger missions engaged him, but the goal was ever 


to help his fellow-men. Truc selflessness was part of his spiritual 
make-up. Where he succeeded, some worthy cause was the better: 
where he failed, some great endeavour halted. In spite of the troubles 
he encountered in public work he remained an optimist. Even in agitated 
moments he could jest. Much of his humour is to be found in his books, 
but still more was reserved for his friends. However bitterly he might 
be attacked, he never bore ill will, He said once, speaking of certain 


- critics, “‘ When they like what I say, I shall know I am growing old.” 


He kept a-cushion stuffed with newspaper-cuttings and remarked that he 
found a certain pleasure in sitting upon his critics. 


Mr. Bensusan once 
asked Zangwill to explain one of his utterances. 


“My purpose is to 
stimulate thought, not to save people the trouble of thinking,” was his 


reply. “Sting people; first they splutter, then they think.” Zangwill 
was essentially a vehicle through which great qualities flowed to the 
service of noble causes. He wrote once : “ My nature is such that I will 
always follow justice regardless of consequences.” He had keen sym. 
pathy with the working classes. He held that a certain minimum is due 
to all, but that it is easy toover-estimate jit. “Inthe old days,” he said 
once, “ with Judaism and a pound a week, a family could live reasonably 
if notcomfortably.” Mr. Bensusan concludes that Zangwill will come to 
his own very slowly but surely, because when our descendants turn to 
the history of the struggle for great causes they wiil find his name writ 
large, and when they turn to consider the Jewish question, as it was in 
the closing of the nineteenth and the opening years of the twentieth 
century, they will find that Judaism had in Zangwiil a champion who 
was not satisfed merely to defend, but Who was not afraid also to attack. 
Friends and admirers of Zangwill should not miss Mr. Bensusan’s« 
brilliant study, if only for its intimate revelation of the way in which 


Zangwill united biting irony and unsparing honesty with a refreshing 
idealism. S. L.

THE QUESTION OF YESHIBA GRANTS. 


A meeting of the Board of Shechita was held on Monday at the Vestry 
Room, Heneage Lane. Mr. J. M. Lissack, the President, was in the 
chair. There were also present ; 

Mr. J. Jacobs (Vice-President), Dr. L. D. Barnett, Messrs. I. Abrahams, 
L. L. Cohen, H. M. Davis, B. L. Deichowsky, L. Deyong, J. 8. Elmaleh, D. 
Frost, Harris Goodman, A. Goldstine, I. Landau, W. T. Leviansky, N. 8. Lucas, 
S. Masie. 8S. Moses, M.A., H. Nelson, B. Pinto, 8. E. Sklan, W. Wachman, and 
A. M. Wartski. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Dayan 58. I. Hillman, and Rabbi 8. 


Gaguin represented the Ecclesiastical Authorities, and Mr. 1. Morris represented 
the Retail Butchers’ Association. 


Mr. JACOBS moved a vote of congratulation to the Chairman on his 
attaining his seventy-sixth birthday. 

Dealing with the report of the Executive Committee, the CHAIRMAN 
said, in referring to the superannuation of Rabbi Rabbinowitz, that the 
Executive had decided that he be granted a pension of £3 a week. 

The question was raised of making a supplementary grant over and 
above the pension to Rabbi Rabbinowitz. 

Mr. S. Moses, M.A., suggested that the matter be referred to the 
Executive before January Ist, when the pension was to begin. 

The proposal was agreed to, 

Councillor M. H. Davis said that at the last meeting of the Board he 
remembered distinetly that the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire had 
desired to call attention to a dispute between butchers of Hessel Street and 
the wholesale carcase butchers. He (Mr. Davis) was anxious to have 
information on that matter, and if the Chairman would not give it he 
would move the reference back of the Executive Committee's report. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the matter had been discussed at the end of 
a special meeting. The Icth Din had taken a certain course in that 
matter which he believed they were proceeding with. The matter was 
not for the Executive bat concerned the Beth Din. 


The Training of Shochetim. 
Mr. A. M. WARTSKI moved the following resolution } 


That a communication be sent to the Veshiba Et: Chaim that this Board, 
while disclaiming any intentron of interfering with their internal arrangements 
for providing Shochetim, desire to point. out that neither now nor in the imme- 
iliate future witli thes be needing the services of men so qualified, 

Mr. WARTSKI said that his purpose in bringing forward that motion 
was to free that Board from any moral responsibility, for a continuation, on 
the part of the )eshiba, of their policy of instructing mén ina calling 
for which there appeared to be little or no chance of employment. 
His second object was finally to put an end to the waste of public money 
by the Shechita Board, of which they were the trusted custodians. For 
a sum of £2,700 and the further sum of £500 that had been claimed for the 
Yeshiba, the Board had only secured the services of threo Shochetim and 
one Shomer from the Yesicba ih the past five years. If these facts were 
known to the general public, when poor people were clamouring for 
cheaper meat and carease butchers very reluctantly paying 17s. 6d. for 
the killing of each beast, there would be an outcry in the community. 

Mr. 


COHEN, in seconding the motion, said that they had to 
remember that 


since 1921, for an outlay of £3,200 to the Yeshiba, the 
number of employees from that source was three. He was given to 


understand that there were ning men already trained waiting for 
positions. 


Mr. A. GOLDSTINE moved as an amendment the following, to be 
substituted after the words “desire to point out that”: 

Until the present qualitiod pupils of the Yeshiba are appointed the Board 
cannotaccept any further finaucial responsibility for the teaching of Shochetim 
atthe beshiba. 


Mr. N. S.. LUCAS seconded the amendment. 


Mr. W. WACHMAN, said that he did not blame Mr. Wartski for his notice 
of motion. He was a new member of the Board, and had heard that the 
Yeshiba had received £5,200 in return for which only three Shochetim and one 
Shomer had been appointed. That was through no fault of their own. To 
his knowledge in the past four or five years there had been twenty 
neW appointments by that Board, besides those from the Yeshiba. Many 
of those appointed were many years older than the maximum age allowed. 
Many of their trained Shocheclim from the Yeshiba went to the Provinces. 
Some of these places could not afford a Shochet as well as a teacher, and 


some of their students acted in the double capacity. 


A foreign Shochet 
could not teach their: children. 


It was absolutely essential that young 
Englishmen should be trained in Shechita and be able to take their 


positivms as Shochetim if the Shechita Board wanted to make usc 
of them. 


Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY said that any properly qyalitied pupil of 
the Yeshiba could be taught Shec’uta at an expense to the Board of £50. 
That was one of their by-laws. But Mr. Wachman wanted them, in 
addition to paying for the teaching of Shechita, to pay for the general 
education of the pupils. Whether that burden should be put upon the 
Shechita Board instead of the general community waa a matter they 
ought to consider. 

Councillor M. Hf. DAvis said that if the motion was passed it would be 
a shame and a blot on the records of the Board. If everybody stopped 
teaching Shechifa how long would it be before the Board would lapse. He 
believed that the motion was out of order. 

Mr. 8. Mosps, M.A., said that he was personally inclined to prefer the 
amendment. The Board was still free to make the Yeshibaa grant when 
funds permitted it. 

Mr. I. ABRAHAMS said that he was authorised to tell them them that 
if they passed the resolution the Shechita class at the Yeshiba would be 
abandoned. The Board had helped the Yeshiba to send men to small 
congregations in the country. By the resolution they would cut off the 
means of giving education to the outposts. 

Mr. WARTSKI said that he was in full sympathy with the work of 
the Yeshiba, but he thought it ought to stand on its own feet. 


The amendment was carried by 12 votes to9. On being put as @ 


substantive motion it was carried by 13 votes to 6,

Seasonable Recipes, 


Dried Apricot Jam. 
Dried apricots, 2 lbs. Water, 9 pints. 
Preserving sugar, 8 lbs. Sweet almonds, 2 02s. 


WaAsuH the apricots, cover them with the water, and soak for twenty- 
four hours; then turn into a preserving pan, and cook until the apricots are 
tender. ‘Then add the sugar and the almonds (which should be blanched 
and cnt into quarters), and boil until it sets—about three-quarters of an 
hour. 


Harieot Beans a la Francaise. 
Haricot beans, 4 pint, Brown gravy, 1 gill. | 
onions. tothe Salt pepper. 
Dripping, 2 02s. Chopped parsley. 

SOAK the beans overnight in tepid water, to which should be added 
half a teaspoonful of carbonate of soda. -Strain, and bail in fresh salted 
water until quite soft ; then strain. 

Peel and slice the onions, and fry in the dripping until a golden 
brown; then drain them well. Put the beans and onions together in a 
saucepan, add a gill of thick brown gravy, and season with salt and 
pepper. Add a little chopped parsley, and make thoroughly hot. 


Steamed Jam Pudding. | 


Breadcrumbs, 4 0zs. Apricot jam,-2 tablespoonfuls, 
Flour, 2 ozs. One egg. 
Chopped suet, 3 ozs. Sweet almonds, 1 oz. 


BLANCH and cut up the almonds. Mix the suet, breadcrumbs, and 
flour together; add the jam, almonds, and the well-beaten egg. Mix 
thoroughly, and turn into a greased basin. Cover with a greased paper, 
and steam for two and a half hours. Serve with jam sauce,

HIGHER CRITICISM. 
From the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN, M.A, 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,-—In his article “On Higher Criticism,” in last month's JEwisy 
CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT, Mr. Stein expresses the wish that I “would 
put on paper why and where some of the results of H:,ber Criticism are 
faulty.” But in the paper I read at the Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers in 1923, from which he quotes several passages, I indicated the 
grounds on which Freject the critical theory. I showed—at least to my 
own @atisfaction—that the methods oef-the crities on» which they bace 
their results are neither logical nor scientific. 

He must surely be aware that there exists a large literature against 
the Higher Criticism. If he is not, and he is anxious to study the other 
side, I suggest a course of reading for him. Limiting myself to books 
available in English, I name the’ following : Robertson, “ Eatly Religion 


. of Israel,” Wiener’s series of volumes; Orr “Problem of the Old Testa- 


ment”; Kegel “Away from Wellhausen”; Moeller “ Are the Critics Right?” ; 
Thomas “ Organic Unity of the Pentateuch ”; and Margotiouth “ Lines of 
Defence of the Biblical Revelation.” This list is by no means exhaustive. 

Mr. Stein ‘is inclined to reject the idea that the scholars who so 
strenuously uphold the Higher Criticism are even sub-consciously biased 
against the Hebrew Bible. He need go no farther for evidence than the 
Oxford volume, “The People and the Book,” which was issued last year. 


One of the essayists mentions “the fact that voices have recently been 


raised in favour of eliminating the Old Testament altogether from popular 
religious teaching ” and states, “It is still unfortunately necessary to 
protest against Such a misguided policy ” (p. 433). 

What I inveighed against in my paper was the ingrained habit of 
depreciating the Old Testament for the purpose of aggrandising the New 
to which the Higher Critics are addicted. Again, referring to the Oxford 
volume, we find a writer declaring, *‘ We can see how Jesus is the fulfil- 
ment of Moses” (p, 233)—this from a man writing as a scholar not as a 
theologian! Andthatistypical. Asregards the impartiality of University 
teachers in which Mr. Stein has.a pathetically simple belief, I studied under 
one who adopted everything that Wellhausen wrote on the Old Testament 
as indisputably proved, but as fot Wellhausen’s destructive criticism of the 
Synoptic Gospels, he would have none of it. There is undoubted truth in 
the gibe made at the expense of an eminent Oxford scholar that he was. 
Professor X when dealing with the Old Testament and Canon X when 
dealing with the New. 

Another point I made in my address to the Ministers’ Conference, 
viz., that the archwologists are opposed to the critics, receives illustra- 
tion in “The People and the Book.”” On page 5, Dr. Hall remarks: “Of 
the truth to life of the description of Egypt in the Biblical 
story of Abraham's visit the Egyptologists are well aware.” On 
turning to page 241, we find Dr. Lofthouse asserting that “ the knowledge 
of Egyptian antiquity in the Joseph stories of Genesis is unscholarly.” 
But both the Abraham and the Joseph stories are assigned by the 
critics to the same documents, and the author could not, at one and the 
same time, be “true to life” and “unscholarly” on the same point. 
Which opinion is correct? Dr. Hall is an expert archeologist, the Keeper 
of Egyptian Antiquities in the British Museum; Dr. Lofthouse is a Higher 
Critic without the first-hand knowledge of Egyptology possessed by the 
first-named; so there need be. little hesitation in coming to a decision. 
This readiness on the part of the critics to cast doubts on the credibility 
ofthe Biblical writers is characteristic, and is evidence of: a bias against 
the Hebrew Scriptures which constitutes them unsafe guides in that fleld 
of study.

From Mr. BARNETT SAMUEL, B.A., University College, Cardift.— 
Mr. Stein deplores the lack of scholarship among our teachers, and 
suggests that instead of the utterances condemning, in a wholesale 
manner, modern Biblical scholarship and criticism, an attempt should be 
made to give reasoned replies to the challenge to the orthodox Jewish 
contentions. Your correspondent presumably imagines that Biblical 
criticism is a modern malady which is the outcome of the rational 
attitude towards the Bible. Criticism is much older than the now famous 
contribution to the “ Encyclopedia Britannica” on Israel by Wellhausen, 
or the works of Duhm, Stade, Marti, Delitzch, or even Reuchlin. Our 
Rabbis were par ercelience eritics and commentators. The greatest 
contributions to Biblical scholarship in the world’s history are those from 
the mighty pens of Rashi, WY TIN, Maimonides and the works of the 


S°OSn "new, Malbim, Tosefots and Targumim. Even the Book of 


Deuteronomy is, in itself, a commentary on the other books of the 
Pentateuch, and affords us a better understanding of the laws and 
customs previously enunciated. Close study of our Rabbinic commentaries 
will give us sufficient proof of the wonderful insight which our Rabbis 
possessed into the problems which confront Biblical study. One will find 
reasoned explanations of the alleged contradictions in the Bible which 


are supposed to exist and upon which are based the most fantastic of 
theories.

CCCLXVI.—Scme Communal Types. 


My DEAR Cousin, 

A detached observer of the Anglo-Jewry of to-day would find much in 
the community to interest and amuse him. Every large social group must 
contain types that are not true to standard, but when there is no pre- 
dominant standard, the varying types are bound to be numerous. Anglo- 
Jewry is not yet a homogeneous mass ; many of its difficulties arise from 
the fundamental fact that its units are of varying character. There was 
a time when Anglo-Jewish tradition was a reality; it dated back to the 
reign of Charles II, was predominantly Sephardic in colour, and was 
marked in some measure at least by qualities which were inspired by fear 
of the Inquisition, by. fear of local intolerance, and by a sense of personal 
pride which those possess who can boast of an ancient lineage. To-day 
we have not attained to a uniform and accepted tradition sufficiently strony 
to become the mainspring of communal dignity. Many who were present 
at the last meeting of the United Synagogue have informed me that the 
lack of dignity was painfully noticeable. The bearers of the seventeenth 
century tradition have nearly all disappeared, not least by assimilation in 
the surrounding social groups. They have been succeeded by migrations 
into this country which have not yet completely divested themselves of 
their foreign origin. A community’s tradition must be of organic growth ; 
you cannot get it by mixing communal traditions coming from 
Germany, Lithuania, Hungary, the Pale, Smyrna, and Roumania. A true 
Anglo-Jewish tradition will one day come into being ; one wonders what its 
aspect will be. 


At least it will be uniform. To-day one cause of communal weakness 
and discord is that differing views are striving to coalesce, Difficult as is 
such a process in any event, the difficulties are accentuated by the 
conduct of individuals, some of whom are amusing types. 

I recall one whose portion of self-assertiveness knows no bounds. Of 
education he has little ; he does not speak the King’s English; he boasts 
of a tolerable fortune, but some say in connection with it, non olet. He 
would doubtless lay claim to the proud title of communal worker. He 
attempts to push himself on to all Committees; not that he excels in 
wisdom or vision. Committees are a means of advertisement, and 
therein, lies their attraction for him. He lacks all sense of propor 
tion, and visualises himself as a _ possible representative of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, whether it be in an important deputation 
to the Home Secretary, the opening of the Jerusalem University, 
or the conveyance of a _ vote of congratulation to the’ Crown, 
If a photograph of communal leaders is being taken, say after 
some special meeting of the United Synagogue or the Board of 
Deputies, see how he elbows his way throngh the crowd in order to 
be included in the photograph in the charmed circle of the Great. He is 
socially ambitious, but does not quite know how to realise his ambition. 
Nor is he clever enough, as indeed others are,-to make it appear that in 
all his public activities he is not playing for his own ends and chiefly for 
self-advertisement. In his case this is manifest to even the most simple- 
minded. He will thus continue to be a storthy petrel in communal 

politics, achieving nothing, contributing nothing to the general stock, 
whether of ideas or of policy ; and being nothing but a stone of stumbling 
to decent-minded people. 

I recall another type—the inane speaker. Whatever communal 
meeting he attends, be sure that he will make a speech. -He has notling 
to say, but he must say something. He is of those who assert that the 
chairman is always." worthy,” the Chief Rabbi always “ revered,” the 
previous speaker always right, and the local minister always “eloquent.” 
A near relation of this type is he who writes letters to the Jewish press, 
informing the world that he will never change his name, that his patriotism 
is of the staunchest sort, and that he believes we are living in the best of 
all possible worlds. The longing desire to deliver himself of the platitudes 
within him comes over him at almost regular intervals, and he enforces 
his own inanities by appropriate and inappropriate quotations from dead 
and living authors. This type aspires to municipal honours in his locality 
and usually has his eye on the Jewish vote, which he hopes to impress by 
his outpourings in the public press. 

We can afford to smile at the deportment of these types. There are 
others, however, whose conduct is a bane to communal life. These 
are the ignorantly pious, the orthodox Amharatzim. It is sometimes 
asserted as a weakness of Keform in the United States that its 
leaders have no Jewish knowledge. Alas, there are many among us in 
the orthodox camp of whom the same is true. They shelter behind 
Rabbinic authority, in the best Catholic or Popish fashion; and the 
curious thing about them is that they prefer Rabbinic authority from 
abroad to Rabbinic authority at home. Their ignorance of Jewish 
thought, Jewish history and Jewish law is dangerous to the community. 
Their Jewish outlook is limited to Minkag Frankfurt (Hirsch-Breuer 
variety), Valkevishk, Brzezan, or Zborow. Of the great Jewish thinkers, 
say, Maimonides, Bachya, Ibn Ezra, and the rest, they know little; and 
in so far as they give them consideration at all, it is to question the purity 
of their orthodoxy. To them “orthodoxy” is a sort of magic term. 
Attempt to evaluate a Jewish custom, practice or belief, strive to make 
clear its history and growth, and they cry, “Orthodoxy in danger!” 
Sufficient for them if they have the authority of the local rabbinic sage 
of some little town in the Carpathians. If the good man says so, it must 
be so. Not for them to reason why, not for them to make reply. Of the 
Talmud they have heard; some of them may even have seen its tomes; 
but beyond that their acquaintance has not extended. 

An interesting and curious illustration of the attitude of this type 
came tomy notice recently. In one of our northern cities which counts a 
goodly number of Jews among its citizens there ig a small congregation 
which maintains a Hebrew School that does them credit, One or two of 
the more enlightened among them realise the importance of teachin 


Jewish History to their children, and have persuaded the rank and filé of 
this necessity. So far so good. Now for a text-book. Unfortunately 
there is no entirely satisfactory book for children (or for adults either for 
that matter). But practical people must make the best of the material to 
hand; and it was decided in this instance to adopt Lady Magnus’s * Out- 
lines of Jewish History.” With all its deficiencies, Lady Magnus’s book 
iS possibly the best we have. Itis safely “ orthodox”; itis recommended 
by the Central Committee for Jewish Education; in writing the book 
(forty years ago) the authoress had the advantage of consulting so 
eminently Orthodox a scholar as the late Dr. Moses Friedlander, who was 
then Principal of Jews’ College. Copies of the book were distributed to 
the children, and for'a time all went well. Then, one day a father 
discovered the mention of Jesus in’ Lady Magnus’s book. He was 
scandalised, Little did he care, or indeed realise, thy’ willy-nilly Jesus 
did figure in the History of the Jews; and that if children are learning 
Jewish History, they must inevitably learn about Jesus—the truth about 
him as Jews understand it, I mean, of course. But this type in our 
midst is intolerant even of Jewish History. In the minds of such people, 
Jewish History had no business to include Jesus. ._To do so was wholly 
“unorthodox.” But worse than all, this particular parent read what 
Lady Magnus wrote about Jesus. What did she write? Here are her 
words : 

* The Jews readily admit that Jesus of Nazareth, an enthusiastic 
preacher of their own race, was good and virtuous. They regard the 
morality he preached as identical with the morality which forms the 
hasis of Judaism. They trace the text of the Law, which 
Jesus declared he ‘came not to destroy; in all the discourses of 
Jesus; they find the influence of the prophets in his parables, and 
they read Hillel between the lines of the famous sermon on the 
mount. But at the same time, Jews reject altogether the divine pre- 
tensions of Jesus; they deny the possibility of the Law, revealed by 
the Almighty, being abolished, and they abhor every deviation from 
the pure doctrine of the absolute Unity of God.” . 

The parent Was up in arms. It was the old parrot cry: “ Orthodoxy 
in danger!” He objected to the passage which, in his opinion, vitiated 
Lady Magnus’s book, and before long the whole Kehiliah was of his 
opinion. Once again danharatzoth orthodoxy! The Chief Rabbi declared 
that there was ‘nothing objectionable in the passage and that Lady 
Magnus’s book was satisfactory : but in vain. The local Beth Din, com- 
posed of a number of gentlemen whose acquaintance with the English 
language was but slender, and who for that reason may not have under- 
stood perfectly what Lady Magnus wrote, declared that the passage was 
“ pernicious " (I believe that was their word; where did they get it from ?) 
That sufficed, and the condemnation of the book was complete. 

This sort of ignorant “orthodoxy ” will certainly lead to the “ disin* 
tegration” (another word of a Beth Din, this time the Beth Din of the 
Metropolis) of Judaisru in this country, and will have to its account as great 
a responsibility as the “ Liberal” movement. Extremists are a source of 
danger to any social group: when the extemists are ignorant or ill-informed 
they area calamity. Little did the provincial Beth Din realise in the Lady 
Magnus’s “ Outlines ” case, little did the truncated Metropolitan Beth Din 
realise in the votes for women case, how much damage they were doing. 
Yor they haye no vision and they have no courage. Why, one member of 
the London Leth Din, after that body had put its name to the stupid and 
illogical document described as its “ considered opinion,” was terrified out 
of his wits lest the Beth Din should be “ attacked.” 

As the priest is, so isthe people! Is it to be wondered at that many 
among us turn their backs on communal work, and like Aoheleth of old 
preach that this is the end of the matter--fear God and mind your own 
business, for this is the main duty of man” 

Other types there are; the Zionist with blinkers whose sole test 
of any manis whether or not he is a Zionist; the half-baked Lamdan, 
who really believes that he can write a purer Hebrew style than “ Achad 
Ha’am”; the puffed-up preacher who ‘is convinced that he is moved 
by the spirit of the Lord, and whose pulpit oratory becomes a public 
nuisance: and lastly, the member of the United Synagogue Council who 
thinks that the “leaders” of that body-—the occupants of the inner 
chamber or the Holy of Holies--can never be wrong in theiropinions. Of 
these perhaps more another day.

HIGHER CRITICISM. 
| 
From the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN, M.A, 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—In his article “On Higher Criticism,” in last month’s JEwisy 
CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT, Mr. Stein expresses the wish that I “would 
put on paper why and where some of the results of Higher Criticism are 
faulty.” But in the paper I read at the Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers in 1923, from which he quotes several passages, I indicated the 
grounds on which F reject the critical theory. I showed—at least to my 
own @atisfaction—that the methods ef-the crities on~which they bace 
their results are neither logical nor scientific. 

. He must surely be aware that there exists a large literature against 
the Higher Criticism. If he is not, and he is.anxious.to study the other 
side, I suggest a course of reading for him. Limiting myself to books 
available in English, I name the’ following : Robertson, “ Eatly Religion 
of Israel,” Wiener'’s series of volumes; Orr “Problem of the Old Testa- 
ment”; Kegel “Away from Wellhausen”; Moeller “ Are the Critics Right?” ; 
Thomas “‘ Organic Unity of the Pentateuch ”; and Margotiouth “ Lines of 
Defence of the Biblical Revelation.” This list is by no means exhaustive. 

Mr. Stein ‘is inclined to reject the idea that the scholars who so 
strenuously uphold the Higher Criticism are even sub-consciously biased 
against the Hebrew Bible. He need go no farther for evidence than the 
Oxford volume, “The People and the Book,” which was issued last year. 
One of the essayists mentions “the fact that voices have recently been 
raised in favour of eliminating the Old Testament altogether from popular 
religious teaching ” and states, “It is still unfortunately necessary to 
protest against such a misguided policy ” (p. 433). 

What I inveighed against in my paper was the ingrained habit of 
depreciating the Old Testament for the purpose of aggrandising the New 
to which the Higher Critics are addicted, Again, referring to the Oxford 
volume, we find a writer declaring, “ We can see how Jesus is the fulfil- 
ment of Moses” (p. 233)—this ffom a man writing as a scholar not as a 
theologian! Andthatistypical. As regards the impartiality of University 
teachers in which Mr. Stein has a pathetically simple belief, I studied under 
one who adopted everything that Wellhaasen wrote on the Old Testament 
as indisputably proved, but as for Wellhausen’s destructive criticism of the 
Synoptic Gospels, he would have none of it. There is undoubted truth in 
the gibe made at the expense of an eminent Oxford scholar that he was 
Professor X when dealing with the Old Testament and Canon X when 
dealing with the New. 

Another point I made in my address to the Ministers’ Conference, 
viz., that the archeologists are opposed to the critics, receives illustra- 
tion in “The People and the Book.’’ On page 5, Dr. Hall remarks: “Of 
the truth to life of the description of Egypt in the Biblical 
story of Abraham's visit the Egyptologists are well aware.” On 
turning. to page 241, we find Dr. Lofthouse assérting that “ the knowledge 
of Egyptian antiquity in the Joseph stories of Genesis is unscholarly.” 
But both the Abraham and the Joseph stories are assigned by the 
critics to the same documents, and the author could not, at one and the 
same time, be “true to life” and “unscholarly” on the same point. 
Which opinion is correct? Dr. Hall is an expert archwologist, the Keeper 
of Egyptian Antiquities in the British Museum; Dr. Lofthouse is a Higher 
Critic without the first-hand knowledge of Egyptology possessed by the 
first-named; so there need be little hesitation in coming to a decision. 
This readiness on the part of the critics to cast doubts on the credibility 
ofthe Biblical writers is characteristic, and is evidence of a bias against 


the Hebrew Scriptures which constitutes them unsafe guides in that fleld 
of study.

From Mr. BARNETT SAMUEL, B.A., University College, Cardit.— 
Mr. Stein deplores the lack of scholarship among our teachers, and 
suggests that instead of the utterances condemning, in a wholesale 
manner, modern Biblical scholarship and criticism, an attempt should be 
made to give reasoned replies to the challenge to the orthodox Jewish 
contentions. Your correspondent presumably imagines that Biblical 
criticism is a modern malady which is the outcome of the rational 
attitude towards the Bible. Criticism is much older than the now famous 
contribution to the “ Encyclopedia Britannica” on Israel by Wellhausen, 
or the works of Duhm, Stade, Marti, Delitzch, or even Reuchlin. Our 
Rabbis were par excellence eritics and commentators. The greatest 
contributions to Biblical scholarship in the world’s history are those from 
the mighty pens of Rashi, "VY 728, Maimonides and the works of the 
Malbim, Tosefots and Targumim. Even the Book of 
Deuteronomy is, in itself, a commentary on the other books of tho 
Pentateuch, and affords us a better understanding of the laws and 
customs previously enunciated. Close study of our Rabbinic commentaries 
will give us sufficient proof of the wouderful insight. which our Rabbis 
possessed into the problems which confront Biblical study. One will find 
reasoned explanations of the alleged contradiction# tm the Bible which 


are supposed to exist and upon which are based the most fantastic of 
theories.

CCCLXVI.—Scme Communal Types. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

A detached observer of the Anglo-Jewry of to-day would find much in 
the community to interest and amuse him. Every large social group must 
contain types that are not true to standard, but when there is no’ pre. 
dominant standard, the varying types are bound to be numerous. Anglo- 
Jewry is not yet a homogeneous mass ; many of its difficulties arise from 
the fundamental fact that its units are of varying character. There was 
a time when Anglo-Jewish tradition was a reality; it dated back to the 
reign of Charles II, was predominantly Sephardic in colour, and was 
marked in some measure at least by qualities which were inspired by fear 
of the Inquisition, by fear of local intolerance, and by a sense of personal 
pride which those possess who can boast of an ancient lineage. To-day 
we have not attained to a uniform and accepted tradition sufficiently strong 
to become the mainspring of communal dignity... Many who were present 
at the last meeting of the United Synagogue have informed me that the 
lack of dignity was painfully noticeable. The bearers of the seventeenth 
century tradition have nearly all disappeared, not least by assimilation in 
the surrounding social groups. They have been succeeded by migrations 
into this country which have not yet completely divested themselves of 
their foreign origin. A community’s tradition must be of organic growth ; 
you cannot get it by mixing communal traditions coming from 
Germany, Lithuania, Hungary, the Pale, Smyrna, and Roumania. A true 
Anglo-Jewish tradition will one day come into being ; one wonders what its 
aspect will be. 

At least it will be uniform. To-day one cause of communal weakness 
and discord is that differing views are striving to coalesce, Difficult as is 
such a process in any event, the difficulties are accentuated by the 
conduct of individuals, some of whom are amusing types. 

I recall one whose portion of self-assertiveness knows no bounds. Of 
education he has little ; he does not speak the King’s English; he boasts 
of a tolerable fortune, but some say in connection with it, non olet. He 
would doubtless lay claim to the proud title of communal worker. He 
attempts to push himself on to all Committees; not that he excels in 
wisdom or vision. Committees are a means of advertisement, and 
therein lies their attraction for him. He lacks all sense of propor- 
tion, and visualises himself as a_ possible representative of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, whether it be in an important deputation 
to the Home Secretary, the opening of the Jerusalem University, 
or the conveyance of a vyote of congratulation to the Crown, 
If a photograph of communal leaders is being taken, say after 
some special meeting of the United Synagogne or the Board of 


Deputies, see how he elbows his way through the crowd in order to 


be included in the photograph in the charmed circle of the Great. He is 
socially ambitious, buf does not quite know how to realise his ambition. 
Nor is he clever enough, as indeed others are, to make it appear that in 
all his public activities he is not playing for his own ends and chiefly for 
self-advertisement. In his case this is manifest to even the most simple- 
minded. He will thus continue to be a stormy petrel in communal 
politics, achieving nothing, contributing nothing to the general stock, 
whether of ideas or of policy; and being nothing but a stone of stumbling 
to decent-minded people. 

I recall another type—the inane speaker. Whatever communal 
meeting he attends, be sure that he will make a speech. He has notl ing 
to say, but he must say something. He is of those who assert that the 
chairman is always “ worthy,” the Chief Rabbi always “ revered,” the 
previous speaker always right, and the local minister always “ eloquent.” 
A near relation of this type is he who writes letters to the Jewish press, 
informing the world that he will never change his name, that his patriotism 
is of the staunchest sort, and that he believes we are living in the best of 
all possible worlds. The longing desire to deliver himself of the platitudes 
within him comes over him at almost regular intervals, and he enforces 
his own inanities by appropriate and inappropriate quotations from ‘dead 
and living authors. This type aspires to municipal honours in his locality 
and usually has his eye on the Jewish vote, which he hopes to impress by 
his outpourings in the public press. 

We can afford to smile at the deportment of these types. There are 
others, however, whose conduct is a bane to communal life. These 
are the ignorantly pious, the orthodox Amharatzim. It is sometimes 
asserted as a weakness of Reform in the United States that its 
leaders have no Jewish knowledge. Alas, there are many among us in 
the orthodox camp of whom the same is true. They shelter behind 
Rabbinic authority, in the best Catholic or Popish fashion; and the 
curious thing about them is that they prefer Rabbinic authority from 
abroad to Rabbinic authority at home. Their ignorance of Jewish 
thought, Jewish history and Jewish law is dangerous to the community. 
Their Jewish outlook is limited to Minhag Frankfurt (Hirsch-Breuer 
variety), Valkevishk, Brzezan, or Zborow. Of the great Jewish thinkers, 
say, Maimonides, Bachya, Ibn Ezra, and the rest, they know little; and 
in so far as they give them consideration at all, it is to question the purity 
of their orthodoxy. To them “orthodoxy” is a sort of magic term. 
Attempt to evaluate a Jewish custom, practice or belief, strive to make 
clear its history and growth, and they cry, “Orthodoxy in danger!” 
Sufficient for them if they have the authority of the local rabbinic sage 
of some little town in the Carpathians. If the good man says so, it must 


be so. Not for them to reason why, not for them to make reply. Of the | 


Talmud they have heard; some of them may even have seen its tomes: 
but beyond that their acquaintance has not éxtended. 

An interesting and curious illustration of the attitude of this type 
came to my notice recently. In one of our northern cities which counts a 
g00dly number of Jews among its citizens there js a small congregation 
which maintains a Hebrew School that does them credit. One or two of 


discovered the mention of Jesus in Lady Magnus’s book. 


Jewish History to their children, and have persuaded the rank and file of 
this necessity. So far so good. Now for a text-book. Unfortunately 
there is no entirely satisfactory book for children (or for adults either for 
that matter). But practical people must make the best of the material to 
hand; and it was decided in this instance to adopt Lady Magnus’s “ Out- 
lines of Jewish History.” With all its deficiencies, Lady Magnus’s book 
is possibly the best we have. Itis safely “ orthodox”; it is recommended 
by the Central Committee for Jewish Education; in writing the book 
(forty years ago) the authoress had the advantage of consulting so 
eminently Orthodox a scholar as the late Dr. Moses Friedlander, who was 
then Principal of Jews’ College. Copies of the book were distributed to 
the children, and for a time all went well. Then, one day a father 
He was 
scandalised. Little did he care, or indeed realise, that willy-nilly Jesus 
did figure in the History of the Jews; and that if children are learning 
Jewish History, they must inevitably learn about Jesus—the truth about 
him as Jews understand it, I mean, of course. But this type in our 
midst is intolerant even of Jewish History. In the minds of such people, 
Jewish History had no business to include Jesus. To do so was wholly 
“unorthodox.” But worse than all, this particular parent read what 


Lady Magnus wrote about Jesus. What did she write? Here are her 
words: 


“The Jews readily admit that Jesus of Nazareth, an enthusiastic 


preacher of their own race, was good and virtuous. They regard the 
morality he preached as identical with the morality which forms the 
basis of Judaism. They trace the text of the Law, which 
Jesis declared he ‘came not to destroy,’ in all the discourses of 
Jesus; they find the influence of the prophets in his parables, and 


they read Hillel between the lines of the famous sermon on the 
mount. 


tensions of Jesus; they deny the possibility of the Law, revealed by 

the Almighty, being abolished, and they abhor every deviation from 

the pure doctrine of the absolute Unity of God.” 

The parent was upin arms. It was the old parrot cry : “ Orthodoxy 
in danger!” He objected to the passage which, in his opinion, vitiated 
Lady Magnus’s book, and before long the whole Kehillah was of his 
opinion. Once again 4mharatzoth orthodoxy! The Chief Rabbi declared 
that there was nothing objectionable in the passage and that Lady 
Magnus’s book was satisfactory; but in vain. The local Beth Din, com- 
posed of a number of gentlemen whose acquaintance with the English 
language was but slender, and who for that reason may not have under- 
stood perfectly what Lady Magnus wrote, declared that the passage was 
“ pernicious ” (I believe that wastheir word; where did they get it from ?) 
That sufficed, and the condemnation of the book was complete. 

This sort of ignorant “orthodoxy ” will certainly lead to the “ disin- 
tegration” (another word of a Beth Din, this time the Beth Din of the 
Metropolis) of Judaism in this country, and will have to its account as great 
a responsibility as the “ Liberal” movement. Extremists are a source of 
danger to any social group; when the extemists are ignorant or ill-informed 
they area calamity. Little did the provincial Beth Din realise in the Lady 
Magnus's “ Outlines " case, little did the truncated Metropolitan Beth Din 
realise in the votes for women case, how much damage they were doing. 
For they have no vision and they have no courage. Why, one member of 
the London Beth Din, after that body had put its name to the stupid and 
illogical document described as its “ considered opinion,” was terrified out 
of his wits lest the Keth Din should be “ attacked.” 7 

As the priest is, so isthe people! Is it to be wondered at that - many 
among us turn their backs on communal work, and like Koheleth of old 
preach that this is the end of the matter-—-fear God and mind your own 
business, for this is the main duty of man’? | 

Other types‘there are; the Zionist with blinkers whose sole test 


of any man is whether or not he is a Zionist; the half-baked Lamdan, 


who really believes that he can write a purer Hebrew style than “ Achad 
Ha’am”™; the puffed-up preacher who is convinced that he is moved 
by the spirit of the Lord, and whose pulpit oratory becomes a public 
nuisance; and lastly, the member of the United Synagogue Council who 
thinks that the “leaders” of that body—the occupants of the inner 
chamber or the Holy of Holies—can never be wrong in their opinions. Of 
these perhaps more another day.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mrs. J. SEBAG MONTEFIORE. 


MONG the various organisations in the London Jewish 
Community designed with the object of securing the better 
health of the rising generation, an important if unobtru- 
sive unit is the Jewish Mothers’ Welcome and Infant 

Welfare Centre, at Camperdown House, Half Moon Passage E. ~ We 

are proud of the fact that our’s is the oldest Jewish centre of this 

kind,” Mrs. J. Sebag-Montefiore, who is an active member of the 

Committee, told a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in the 

course of an interview. 


“We first started our work in the form of health talks to mothers, 


under the auspices of Mrs. Jacob. That was in 1895. Since 1902 Mrs. 
Arthur E. Franklin has been our President and Chairman and it is mainly 
due to her untiring energy that we have gradually developed into a very 
busy baby clinic, with our own drug department and dental surgery. We 
have on our staff, besides a fully qualified medical practitioner, two trained 
health visitors. Consultations are given on three days a week, when the 
mothers can bring their babies in cases where medical advice is necessary. 
But what has proved an immense boon, especially to mothers 
with their first babies, is our system of receiving ‘minor ailments’ 
daily, so that sound advice is given in cases of trifling complaints which 
wards off those graver perils that so often are the result of ignorance and 
neglect. 

‘We have recently added an ante-natal clinic to our establishment, 
and another new feature is our monthly social gatherings, which gives an 
opportunity for the mothers and the members of the committee to meet 
in a happier and less anxious atmosphere than usually is present when 
* baby is ill. 

“Our present premises are at Camperdown House, Half-Moon 
Passage, E., to which we removed last year from Great Alie Street, as 
our former accommodation was inadequate. And talking of inadequaciés 
brings me to that question which seems to be troubling so many of our 
communal institutions at present—funds. 

“ Anyone who glances at our report and balance-sheet 1925-1926, will 
be bound to confess we are not an extravagant body. Compared with the 
amount of money which we are saving the next generation of ‘ givers’ by 
helping to bring up a healthy community, our requirements are ridicu- 
lously small. Nor are we among those who are always asking. Our last 
money-raising function was a dance at the Hyde Park Hotel in 1923, so I 
don't think people can grumble at us for appealing now by means of a 
bazaar. | 

“The bazaar in aid of our fuuds will be heldrom eleven to one and 


from half-past two to six on Thursday, November 25th. Lady Waley 


Cohen is Chairman of the Bazaar Committee, and the function will be 
held at Lady Richardson's house, Harrington House, 13, Kensington 
Palace Gardens. The Marchioness of Reading will open the morning's 
proceedings, while those in the afternoon will be opened by Lady 
Swaythiing. We hope quite a large number of people will come, and we 
want everybody who is interested in baby welfare to show their sympathy 
in a practical way by visiting the bazaar and buying some of the 
many varied goods that will be on sale at quite a moderate figure— 
especially when one considers the double value for the money spent, 
We should also be glad of articles for sale, and donations, which may be 
be sent to the Hon. Treasurer, Miss Iris Castello (23, Oxford Square, W.2). 
We are arranging for a fleet of motor-cars to assist patrons to get their 
purchases home, 

“And finally, there are just two matters connected with the Centre 
which I should like to mention. One is concerned with our plans for the 
future. We are very anxious to establish a small country home for 
mothers who urgently require rest. Of course, at present we only 


anticipate a cottage in the country—and it would mean such a great deal | 
to many a poor woman, probably just the difference between health and | 


disease. And another point. Many of the mothers go to the London 
Hospital and other lying-in hospitals in the East End—we are very often 
in need of * hospital letters’ from subscribers. Any friends who would 
care to he!p us in this way can obtain all the information they require from 
our Hon. Secretary, Mrs. M, Coopman, 46, Blenheim Gardens, N.W.2.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


“ Behold how good and how pleasant it is when brethren dwell 
together in unity.’ —Psalm l. 


This praise is of a brotherly concord, which though it begins at home 
need not be confined te narrow quarters. The blessing of unity, as the 
further verses of the Psalm suggest, descends softly and refreshingly 
like the anointing oil over priestly robes, pervading everything with 
sweet perfume. Or, as in the second figure of speech, is like the cooling 
stream which from snowy mountains reaches and refreshes the hills of Zion. 
Thus from the concord of the family proceeds the unity of God's people. 
Thus also from their example the exercise of brotherly love may reach 
ever widening circles, until there is fulfilled the ideal that. Israel's 
prophets first proclaimed, of &@ world that by its own unity shall 
fitly proclaim the unity of the Divine Name. The harmony of brethren, 
whether in the family, the nation or the world, is not as simple an idea 
as the word “unity” may at first suggest. “ Unity” is not the existence 
of a single entity with but one outlook on life. Peace is not to be found 
in a unit or harmony in that which is but one in-itself, The unit must 
proceed outwards to join another to itself to produce harmony. ° And that 
other must be one dissimilar from itself. Human unity is the resylt of a 
harmony between dissimilar members. Persons who all hold exactly the 
same views, who all speak exactly the same words, who all view truth 
from the same side, these offer no opportunity for the true development 
of harmony and peace. If such a body could be found in human 
society, it would be but an aggregate of atoms, like grains of sand 
upon the seashore. Similarly, when we speak of the unity of the 
ages or the harmony of history, we do not mean that every age 
is merely the repetition of another age and all events are simply a multipli- 
cation of the same exact experiences. The separate rays of light—the 
violet, the blue, the orange—make up the pure white ray. The manifold 
fragments of truth blended together make up its one and perfect ray. So 
does the separate working of the individual conscience proclaim the 
sanctity of the great conscience of humanity. So does religion whisper a 


. different revelation into every human heart. The sum of its whisperings 


will produce a harmony that shall transcend their differing testimonies 
and weld them into one great and glorious revelafion. Peace does not 
prevail among things that are exactly counterparts of one another, 
or between people who agree in everything. Of this we have 
the first example in the family, “where brethren dwell in 
unity.” The members of the family differ in person and in 
thought, in their pursuits and their ideals. The peace that unites 
them is something that rises aboye, but does not ignore, their mutual 
differences of temperament. There is the spirit of the home that 
harmonises these various interests, and in its love they are made each to 
contribute to its peace and its well-being. Similarly in communal life, 
peace will not proceed from a conventionality that would have every 
member part of a mechine, making the same useless round day by day 
and year by year. The community lives by reason of the different 
activities of its members. Its peace is assured when all of them in 
their separate lives are animated and enthused by a common purpose 
and a great ideal that can be shared by men and women of varying 
potentialities. “When each of its children is taught of the Lord, great 
indeed is the peace of its children.” So do the different instruments of 
a great orchestra give forth a harmony of glorious music. 

Nor do national or international matters find their peaceful solution 
in any other way. Groups of men and women, large or small, must needs 
pursue their separate policies. The first essential by which harmony may 
ensue between them is by a mutual respect and understanding of the 
separate work and labour, the separate trials and sacrifices of each group. 
The second essential is the existence and pursuit of great national and 
international ideals in which their different activitles may be combined 
for causes that shal) uplift humanity as a whole and put an end to ambi- 
tions that are either selfish or unworthy. Such a conception may - 
well lead to a widening of’ the horizon of men’s hopes and aims, 
a throwing down of the dividing bars of ignorance and prejudice. It may 
give birth to a new harmony that shall recognise how individual freedom 
can lead to the highest general good. Mutual exasperations, party 
collisions, factious invectives spring for the most part-from the egotism of 
ignorance, from the pride of system, from the dogmatism of the illiterate, 
from the intolerance of unchastened hearts and narrow minds. Truth 
has many aspects. Many of those who differ from us may be more 
sincere, more learned, more competent than ourselves. “How often,” 
says @ great preacher, “the differences that divide men into opposing 
camps are reducible to a question of words. Examine the disputes which 
have led to the bitterest animosities, and you will find that in 
by far the majority of cases, owing to a difference of interpretation, 
men have said to those who did not agree with them: “You belong to 
our enemies.” A little patient enquiry, a little mutual consideration, 4 
little human charity could make it clear to both parties that they were 
really on the-same side, that they held essentially the same views, and 
that their agreement was obscured behind a mere difference of language. 
Enmity and hatred never yet proved the righteousness of any cause. 
Manhood is wasted on the arts of destruction. What the world wants is 
a richer and fuller and a more spiritual constructive life, in which the 
individual and the group can contribute of its own to the body politic. 
Co-operation will achieve what competition cannot compel. In mutual 
aspiration pettinesses will pass away. And the world will learn

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The Jews in Lithuania. Jews in Politics in America.

Lithuania has a long tradition for Jewish scholarship, and still bears 
the influence of the famous Rabbi Isaac Elchanan Spektor, whose 
position in world-Jewry was unique. One of his disciples and colleagues 

is Rabbi Israel Nissen Kark, who has 
just retired from the Kovno Rabbi- 
nate, after occupying the post for close 
‘on forty years, to settle in Palestine. 

A man advanced in years, he 
retains a youthful and cheerful dis- 
position and possesses remarkable 
energy. 

‘he embarked for America to visit his 
children, prior to settling in Palestine, 
and he described the present position 
of the Jews in Lithuania. 

Rabbi Kark said that, following on 
the official recognition of Lithuania as 
an independent State, an era of free- 
dom had dawned for the Jews. 

“We had our own representative 
assembly,” he continued, “with an 

executive, which elected a Jewish minister to deal with all Jewish affairs, 
who sat in the Cabinet ; in every town there was a Kehiliah, a council, 
which had power to levy dues, and which dealt with all local matters. 

“Following the elections for a new Sejm (Parliament) some four years 
ago, the so-called Christian Democrats came into power. This had a 
disastrous effect upon the position of the Jews. Everything that had 
been granted to them was taken away step by step. First, the Jewish 
minister and the Jewish ministry were abolished, then the representa. 
tive assembly was disbanded, power was taken away from the Kehillah, 
and the Jewish language and teachers were suppressed. 

“ But, as a result of the elections which took place recently,” added 
Rabbi Kark, “a Liberal Sejm and a Liberal Government came into power, 
and a new era has again been inaugurated. The clouds have already dis- 
appeared and sunshine is now hoped for. 
assembly and the Government, it is hoped that all the promises that 
were made to the Jews when Lithuanian independence was granted, 
will be carried out, and all privileges that they enjoyed and that were 
summarily taken away, will again be restored.” 

I enquired how the Jews voted in the elections, to which the Rabbi 
replied that unfortunately there had been a split in the Jewish ranks, with 
the result that instead of seven Jewish representatives only three were 


able to receive sufficient votes, of whom two are Zionists and one belongs. 


to the Jewish Democrats. 


Questioned as to the expulsion of the Jews by the Russian General 


dluring the war (the details of which were published by THE JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE, and found an echo in the recent publication of the Russian 
archives), the Rabbi, who was an eye-witness of their terrible ordeal, said 
that every Jewish man, woman and child, the sick and the lame, even 
expectant mothers, all had to leave, and those who could not walk were 
carried in their beds. “This grnesome episode of the war,” said Rabbi 
Kark, “no man could adequately describe, and Whatever may be written, 
- would be but an infinitesimal part of the agony suffered.” 

But Rabbi Kark preferred to look ahead, and he was optimistic as to 
. the future welfare of the Jews under the liberal régime in Lithuania. 


Lithuanian Government and “Ort” Schools. 
--— 


Subsidy to be Granted. 


[From our Correspondent. } KOVNO. 


The Lithuanian Minister of Education has, following a visit from the 
President of the Club of Jewish Deputies, promised that the Government 
will grant a subsidy for the professional schools of the “ Ort” (Society for 
the Promotion of Trades and Agriculture among the Jews). For reasons 
of economy, however, the money which had been included in the Budget 
as subsidies for the Jewish schools cannot be granted by the Cabinet. 
It is understood that the Club of Jewish Deputies will raise the question 
of the increase in the subsidies for Jewish schools at the next sitting of 
the Sejm. 

According to the latest statistics 32 per cent. of the Jews of Lithuania 
are illiterates. In spite of this large number, the Jews are the last on 
the list according to the numbers of illiterates, all the other peoples in 
Lithuania having a bigger proportion still. Of the Russian population in 
Lithuania 66 per cent. are illiterates ; of the White Russians, 67 per cent. 
are illiterates; of the Lithuanians, 60 per cent.; of the Poles, 65 per cent.; 
and of the Germans, 42 per cent. 


The “Ort’s” Future Programme. 


At the last National Conference of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee in New York, Mr. F. Warburg, in submitting a report on 
achievements and plans of work for the immediate future, stated that out 
of the 300,000 dols. set apart for the “ Ort,” 150,000 dols. would have to be 
paid ont during the next year. On account of this sum, 12,000 dols. had 
already been remitted to the Central Board of the “Ort” in Berlin. Of 
this amount, 6,000 dols. were distributed in monthly grants to the “Ort” 
schools in Poland, Latvia, Lithuania, and Roumania. The remaining 
6,000 dols. were granted in loans to the colonists, among them a number 
of Chalutgim in Bessarabia and Poland. 

The American “Ort” Committee, too, remitted to the Central Board 
in Berlin 2,000 dols. for the upkeep in the “Ort” trade schools of one 
hundred and ten orphans adopted by individuals in the United States. 
They had also sent 2,500 dols. towards the fund for building new premises 
for the “ Ort” trade schools in Vilna, Bendery, and Kremenetz.

From the Liberal elected — 


The rise of the Jew in American political life has been slow, steady 
and has markedly increased in momentum during recent years. Turning 
from their intense pursuit of the “ Golden Eagle "—ceasing for a moment 
from their commercial rivalry, many thoughtful Jews are going in for 
politics. With the outstanding example of the late Oscar Straus, once 
Ambassador to Turkey, and the less prominent instances of Jews in 


' Congress or the Senate, American Jewry may at last be said to “ have 


come into its own.” 

Perhaps the very tardiness of the Jew's entrance into politics will 
cause his position to be all the more secure. Jews everywhere are 
mingling in civic and national life and the roster of the impending elections 
has a rich sprinkling of well-known Jewish names. This is all the more 
remarkable, because many of these same Jews know that they must 
forego a larger income when they trust their barques to political waters. 

Perhaps an outstanding instance is that of Judge Benjamin B. 
Cardozo, who, being a judge of the Supreme Court, has not only 
been vested with one of the most important positions in American 
judicial life, but also holds the unique distinction of being the only 
nominee for this office by both the Republican and the Democratic 
Parties. Strange as it may seem, this is the only instance in American 
political history when a Judge of the Supreme Court has been nominated 
by both the Republicans and the Democrats. 

Judge Cardozo is held in such universal esteem and is so valuable a 
man on the Bench, that neither party felt they could afford to lose 
him—so both united to return kim to the office for which he is so well fitted. 

In Congress there is an ever increasing number of Jews. Perhapsthe 
most prominent instance of Jewish “ pluck” has been that of Mrs. Florence 


Kahn, widow of Julius Kahn, who .was returned to the House, in his. 


place, after his death. This brilliant woman represents, most intelli- 
gently, the people of California. 

Among prominent Jews who have served in Congress for many terms 
are Sol D. Bloom, the representative from New York. Again and again 
he has been sent to Washington, and his increasing popularity proves 
that Judaism is no bar to political success. Mr. Nathan Perlman is also 
a promineut Congressman from New York. So are Mr. Benjamin Golder, 
from Philadelphia; Mr. Samuel Bamberger, from New Jersey; and Mr, 
Adolph J. Sabath, from Pennsylvania. 

Among past statesmen, Joseph D. Pulitzer stands out notably. 
We have Nathan Straus in New York political life, and now the 
clever young Nathan Straus, Junr. (City and national elections teem 
with Jewish candidates. It is no longer an obstacle to come from “ The 
Chosen People,” and the day seems to be fast approaching when Jewish 
brains will be recognised as valuable in national politics—as they are in 
commercial, artistic, and professional life.

Warsaw Anatomical Institute Closed. 


The Dissection of Jewish Corpses. 
[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW, 


The Anatomical Institute of the Medical Faculty at Warsaw Univer- 
sity has been closed down, on account of the troubles that have arisen there 
through the demand of the Christian students that the, corpses of Jews 
should be supplied for dissection purposes. The closing lis said to be for 
an indefinite period, although it is hoped that some compromise satis- 
factory to both parties may be arrived at, | 

Probably with this end in view, the Jewish Hospitaljof Warsaw has 
sent to the Institute the body of an unknown Jewish woman, who died at 
the Hospital, for dissection. This is the first occasion on which such an 
action has been taken by Jewish authorities in Warsaw. 

The Warsaw Rabbinate has prohibited the Jewish [Hospital from 
delivering to the University any more corpses for dissection. The crisis 
which arose in connection with the refusal of the Christian students to 
allow their Jewish colleagues to dissect non-Jewish corpses (has, there- 
fore, again become acute. 

A Jew named David Rubenstein was recently elected by the peasants 
of the village of Irena as their Mayor. The District Governor annulled 
the election on the ground that the Local Government Lawlof 1864 issued 
by the Tsarist Government did not allow a Jewish Mayor, and that since 
the law has never been repealed, it is still in foree. The Minister of 
the Interior has now issued a statement that the Governor’s-decision is 
invalid and the election of the Jewish Mayor stands.

DR. MATTUCK’S REPLY TO THE CHIEF RABBI. 


Rabbi Dr. I. I. Mattuck wrote the following letter to the current issue 
of the SPECTATOR in reply to one previously published in that paper from 
the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and reprinted in THE J&WISH 
CHRONICLE last week :— 


Srr,—I am afraid that Dr. Hertz,.in tryimg to save your readers 
from a misconception, bas himself fallen into it. He seems greatly 
disturbed by nyry article on “ Liberal Judaism and the Modern State,” 
because he sees in it the suggestion ‘that only those who embrace 
Liberal Judaism can be regarded as loyal citizens.” 

Now such a suggestion might well disturb the Chief Rabbi of the 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations. Not only, however, was the 
suggestion not made, but the opposite was clearly stated, for | wrote : 
“The English Orthodox Jew and the English Liberal Jew are alike in 
deep affectionate attachment to England.” ‘The point, however, is 
that the Liberal Jewish and the Orthodox Jewish teaching differ in 
that part which has a bearing on~nationality. Dr. Hertz himself 
recognises this difference ; he has condemned Liberal Judaism because, 
among other things, it stands for ‘the denial of Jewish Nationhood, 
the disbelief in the Restoration of Israel.” 

Since I do not recognise any such thing as Jewish Nationhood, 
Dr. Hertz will, | am sure, understand why I hold that the kind of 
Judaism which does not believe in it is for me better and wiser than 
any form of Judaism which does believe in it. And the fact that 
many Orthodox Jews agree with Liberal Judaism in this aspect of 
Jewish teaching supports that attitude. Dr. Hertz refers to the 
number of Liberal Jews; the relevance of numbers to a discussion 
about the truth or value of a teaching does not appear evident. 

But why did he forget to mention Germany among the countries 
in which there are large Jewish populations? In that country the 
Liberal Jews have predominated. Significance lies, however, not in 
numbers but in the fact--which is also the reply to what Mr. Cohen 
writes: The native Jew in Western countries feels himself a part of 
his country, not only by civic loyalty, but in national sentiment. 
For him citizenship and nationality are one. That, to me, issues 
from the teaching of Liberal Judaism, which has removed from the 
Prayer Book all references toa return to Palestine, making Judaism 


independent of that country, but establishing it as a religious 
influence in diverse nationalities.

A Semitic “Act of Peace,” 
JEWS AND ARA®S FRATERNISE. 


[From our Correspondent.] 


JERUSALEM. 
Some time ago Arab villagers of Bir Ades attacked the neighbouring 
Jewish settlement of Magdiel, near Petach Tikvah, presumably as a 
result of anischievous propaganda. Systematic thefts became the rule, 
until the thief was canght in the persdn of a‘yyoung Arab. Had he been 
handed over to the authorities a long term of imprisonment would have 
been mevitable. The Chairman of the Jewish Settlement Council, how- 
ever. velused to take this course, preferring to settle the matter amicably. 
The Sheikh of the Arab village thereupon sent a deputation to Magdiel to 
preposé & jSint discussion. The invitation was accepted, and the follow ing 
Sunday was fixed.opon for the act of formal regemciliation and alliance. 
On the morning of the appointed day Arab notables proceeded to 
Magdiet. Met at the entrance to the s@ttenitnt by the mounted shomer, 
they were conducted to the Beth Ha’ Am and received by the full Council 
of the settlement. The Sheikh said that his village had suffered great 
hardships. “Formerly it was large, now it is reduced to naught by the 
will of Allah. Disease of all sorts has-taken toll of us. But since you 
have come to settle here, you have been good neighbours to us, so that 
our situation has improved and continues to improve daily. You drain 
the swamps, the chief source of our maladies; you give us work, you act 
like loving brothers towards us. Our enemies lie in saying that we are 


against you. In truth, Arabs and Jews are brothers.” The Arabs 


present cheered their Sheikh’s words. 

After the Act of Peace had been signed by both parties, it was agreed 
that the two villages, Jewish and Arab, should henceforth keep this day 
as a holiday, and celebrate it in a spirit of brotherliness. As to those 
wishing to sow. discord among brothers, said the Arabs, “may Allah 
punish them according to their deserts '”

Jewish Industries in Palestine. 
AN OPTIMISTIC REVIEW. 


Despite the economic depression, Jewish industry in Palestine is in 
a stronger position than at the beginning of the crisis; according to the 
‘Trade and Industry Department of the Palestine Zionist Executive, which 
in a statement giving the results of the third industrial census, reports 
that the number of factories in November 1923, was 279. with 2.33 
persons employed and an invested capital of £5966,548 (over a million 
pouniis sterling). By July, 1925, according tothe corrected list, the figures 
had risen to 547 factories, 5,000 hands and £E2,000,000 invested capital, 
while at July 1926, they stood at 592 factories, 5,711 employees and 
£11,849,227. Ifthe Palestine Electric Corporation, which did not furnish 


data either this or last year, be taken into consideration, it is estimated 


that the respective figures could be brought up to 593, 6,000, and £E 2,300,000. 

Although %4 Jewish industrial undertakings closed down since last 
year's statement was compued, there is every likelihood of a number of 
those re-opening. .lu the majority of cases, the invested capital, in the 
form of machinery, is etill available and the investment represented by 
this dead capital is considerable. A large number of industries ficuring 
in last year’s list have been omitted from the present statement, being con.- 
sidered of insufficient importance, The addition of the capital represented 
by these undertakings would have resulted ina considerably higher figure, 


British Labour Party and Palestine. 
SUPPORT FOR JEWISH DEMANDS. 

Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., who is-now on a visit to Palestine, 
atiended the recent Conference of the Palestine Jewish Labour Party, 
Achduth Haavodah, at Tel-Aviv. Colonel Wedgwood promised the Con. 
ference that he would urge British Labour to support before the British 
Government the Jewish demands, particularly in the matter of allocating 
State lands for close settlement by Jews according to the provisions of the 
Palestine Mandate. He expressed full confidence in the success of the 
Jewish work in Palestine. 


At the suggestion of Colonel Wedgwood, the meeting despatched the 
following message to Lord Balfour : 

This widely representative Jewish gathering, held in Jerusalem, 
celebrating the ninth anniversary of your .Deciaration, tenders you 
its profoundest sentiments of gratitude and devotion and its sincere 
wishes that you may continue in health and strength. 

Colonel Wedgwood was entertained to a reception by the Palestine 
Zionist Executive on Tuesday in last week. He said that the present 
crisis in Palestine had resulted from the fact that the immigrants“into 
Palestine were not permitted to do productive work freely and that the 
Jews had not been given the State Lands according to the Mandate. 
Palestine, he proceeded, had much room for productive workers and the 
Jewish efforts would finally create in the country a prosperous homeland. 
Zionism was an alliance of friendship between the British and the Jewish 
peoples. 

Colonel Wedgwood's name has been inscribed by the gathering in the 
Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund, 


Egyptian Teachers on Palestine. 


PRAISE FOR JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


[From our Correspondent. | JERUSALEM. 
The Egyptian Ministry of Education has recently published a report 
submitted by Mohamed Rushdi Bey, wha headed the Egyptian teachers’ 


party from the Egyptian Government Schools, which visited P 
= alestine 


Rushdi Bey refers to the Tel-Aviv Gymnasium, which he describes 
as a secondary School resembling the European colleges in organisation, 
curriculum, methods and instruction. Co-education, medical care, the 
fact that manual work occupies an important place in the curriculum, 
the tidiness, the attention paid to diction and the importance attached 
to physical training—are among the features noted and appreciated, 
Describing the Haifa Technical Institute and Secondary School, Rushdi 
Bey says the Egyptians were impressed by the “good bearing and great 
vivacity of the children, their vigour and hardiness.” They were pleased 
to note the attention paid to physical and manual training. Rushdi Bey 
considers that at this school “economy has reached its highest peak, 
the yearly expenditure not exceeding £E6,000 in a school with an enrol. 
ment of five hundred.” 

Nahalal, and particularly the Girls’ Agriculgural School, and Kfar 
Yeladim (Children’s Village), the orphan settlement near Balfouria, are 
described in the report, which favourably compares the Zionist schools 
with the Government and Arab schools. “‘ Dramatic art, music and 
singing have reached a very high degree of perfection, which make us 
wish for similar progress in our schools.”. The. report closes with 
proposals for reforms in the Egyptian schools, based, presumably, on the 
observations in the Hebrew schools under the management of the Zionist 
Organisation. 


Roman Remains in Jezreel. 
INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 


[From our Correspondent. | JERUSALEM. 


Remains of a building of the Roman period, coins, vessels, 
weapons and other curios, dating from the period of the Hebrew kings, 
were found during building operations in Afuleh, the new Jewish town 
near Nazareth,.in the heart of the Plain of Esdraelon. The American 
Zion Commonwealth is founding the town. 

At Tel-Afuleh, not far distant, a number of ancient Jewish sarcophagi 
were found a year ago. The Hebrew University in Jerusalem has 
arranged for its field archeologist to conduct the excavations, 

The Afuleh Urban District Council is proceeding with the erection of 
& museum to house the antiquities, and has appealed to residents who 
happen to come across curios in the course of agricultural operations, to 
turn them over to the museum.

“Letters from Palestine.” 
THE ZIONIST SETTLEMENTS. ; 


THE MANCHESTER GUARDIAN has published the third and fourth of 
the “ Letters from Palestine ” which Henry W. Nevinson is contributing 
to its columns. (The first and second articles were summarised in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of October 22nd and 29th.) He describes the work of 
the Jewish settlers in combating malaria, particularly in the Emek, 
where, he says, the dangerous marshes have been drained, and the new 
villages are outside the range of the malarial mosquito. “All these 
advantages,” he adds, “are the work of the Zionist settlers—especially of 
those gallant (halutzim, or pioneers, who sacrificed their strength and 
their lives so that those Jews who should succeed them upon the land 
might live.” 

Mr. Nevinson refers also to the drainage work carried out by Jews 
between Acre and Haifa. For the Jews intend, he says, to make Haifa 


the port and commercial capital of their National Home, and they will 


certainly do it. 

Already, as at Tel-Aviv and Tiberias, the unconquerable Rutenberg has set 
up @ great electric station there, worked by crude oi!.

Land of Israel News in Brief. 


THE erection of a suitable building for the Hebrew Secondary Schoo! 
in Jerusalem on a plot of ground in the new suburb of Rehavia is planned, 
together with a general Zionist building--a Jerusalem “ Zionist 
Westminster”-—to house the offices of the Zionist Executive, the Keren 
Hlayesod, the Jewish National Fund and their subsidiaries. 

THE legal code of Palestine, containing all the laws which have been 
promulgated since the British Occupation, is to be published next month. 
The volume is edited by the Attorney-General, Mr. Norman Bentwich. 

MAJOR EDWARD Kerru-ROACH, Assist. District Commissioner in the 
Northern District of Palestine, has been appointed Administrator of the 


Jerusalem District, which is to become a separate administrative centre. 


A LOAN of £50,000 has been granted by the Palestine Government to 
the municipality of Tel-Aviv.

East London Keren Hayesod Council. 
BANQUET IN HONOUR OF MR. D'AVIGDOR GOLDSMID. 
DR. EDER ATTACKS THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

A banquet in honour of Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor Goldsmid, M.A., and Dr. 
and Mrs. Eder was given last Saturday evening at Bonn’s Hotel, Great 
Prescott Street, by the East London Keren Hayesod Council. Mr. PHILIP 
GUEDALLA,.M.A., President of the English Zionist Federation, presided, 

The CHATRMAN, in proposing the health of Mr. d'Avigdor Goldsmid, 
said he need hardly tell them what pleasure it gave him to come to East 
London, where he was always received with the utmost kindness. In the 
name of all present he welcomed the representatives from a great 
number of institutions. It was a highly representative gathering, and 
in only one respect. was it not representative. Their friend Mr. 
Hooberman was unable to be among them that evening, and he was sure 
that their good wishes went to him at that moment. They. were 
particularly pleased to sec amongthem Mr. d’Avigdor Goldsmid. lt wasa 
vreat pleasure to welcome him there because they knew that he was the 
bearer of a great office. Although Mr. Goldsmid was not there in an official 
capacity, he was sure that they would listen to him with the greatest 
interést and expectation. Their work at present was totry and get as 
many people as they could to sympathise with and help them in their 
activities. In that work there was no necd to tell them how great a part 
the East End had played in the past and must play in the future. It was 
for practical help and work that they looked to East London. He was 
not interested in Zionist politics. He did not believe in a movement 
within a movement: They were there to do a common job, and they 
would do it with everybody. Zionists were at war with 2,000 years of 
Jewish history and with geography, and in war there was no time for 
party politics. 

‘ Mr, GOLDSMID, who was cordially received, on rising to propose the 
toast of the East London Keren Hayesod Council, said that it was a great 
pleasure for him to be present, because he was one of the fortunate ones 
in the sense that he had visited Palestine in 1922 and 1925, and in that 
way he had been able last year to see the immense progress that had 
been made in the social, economic, and industrial development of the 
country. The political development and the relationship between the 
Jews and Arabs were totally different in 1925 from what they had been a 
few years ago. There was activity everywhere, industrial and otherwise, 
and towards that effort he knew that the Acren Hayesod had contributed 
very substantially. Now, whatever their aspirations for the future might 
be, noone who was proud of their history, and who was a real Jew 
at heart, could fail to be interested in the re-building of Palestine. 
Hie wanted to stress the fact that no rebuilding of Palestine could take 
place without its being rebuilt upon economic lines. They had got to 
have a solid foundation, and he looked upon the Keren Hayesod as being 
the foundation-stone upon which the super-structure could be built. Mr. 
Goldsmid referred to the material help towards the growth and develop- 
ment of Palestine that the Economic Board for Palestine was rendering, 
and this he believed was a very effective and very useful piece of work. It 
was the Keren Hayesod that had to help these people to settle on the 
land so that they could receive the benefits from the institutions that the 
Economic Board helped. The Keren Hayesod was laying the foundation- 
stone for prosperity. Three things struck everybody in Palestine in 
regard to the younger generation—their physique, their character, and 
their characteristics. They looked different, they were healthy and they 
were enthusiastic. Mr. Go'dsmid concluded by offering them’ his best 
wishes for the future success of the East Lordon Aeien Hayesod Council, 
who were serving the cause so well. s 

Mr. J. GOLDENFELD, the Chairman of the Council, who replied, said 
that the result of last year’s function had been the collectioa of over 
15,550, This year they hoped to raise £3,550. 

Mr. MORRIS MYEK gave the toasts of the guests, 

Mrs. EDER who replied, said that the guests were happy to come 
among the workers of the East London Keren Haycsod. She, too, had been 
one of the fortunate ones who had lived in Palestine and had seen the life 
there very intimately. She knew what it meant to the people of 
Valestine when money did not come in, and she had seen one of the 
ships turned away.

In any case Dr. Rosenblueth has repudiated nothing, 
no policy enjoined by the Congress. THE JEWISH CHRONICLE asked 
for the repudiation of Dr. Rosenblueth’s speech, but there was nothing 
to repudiate. Dr. Eder referred to Dr. Rosenblueth’s work in regard 
to Organisation Month devoted to the purpose of making Zionists, 


and said it was unfortunate that Dr. Rosenblueth had been singled 


out as a mere money catcher trying to make Zionists. He was 
glad to read in a recent speech that Mr. Jabotinsky now held 
different views in regard to the: attitude towards Great Britain as 


Mandatory Power. Quite recently, Mr. Jabotinsky had said that England 
could not be forced, England could be convinced: That was the argument 
of Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow and the present Zionist Executive. 
That attitude they always tried to adopt. The principle of the Basle 
programme was to create a Jewish home in Palestine. The Keren 
Haycsod was one of the means to carry out that programme. It was 
slow work, much slower than many of them thought. ‘Their immediate 
aim was to try to bring 50,000 people into Palestine and settle one-third 
on the land. East London was doing its share in that respect, and he 
wanted them to convert every Jew in the country to Zionism. They 
must give people to understand that if Zionism failed, the Jews were 
finished as a people.

The Jewish National Idea. 


Was Dr. Rosenblueth Correctly Reported ? 


Dr. Eder’s Repudiation. 

In the last issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, a short report was 
printed of a meeting of Austrian Zionists-at Vienna, when Dr. Felix 
Rosenblueth, a member of the Zionist Executive, who was present there 
representating the Executive, spoke. According to the account circulated, 
Dr. Kosenblueth had, speaking on behalf of the Executive, declared that 
they could not accept the conception of the Jewish State as the ultimate 
goal of the Zionist Movement, that the political national idea had been 
abandoned, and that all that was now in view by official Zionism was the 
foundation of a Jewish National Home. This account of Dr. Rosenblueth’'s 
speech was transmitted, among other sources, from the correspondent in 
Vienna of the well-known Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the reliability of 
whose report we, of course, had no reason to deubt. 

As will be observed in the report of the speeches at the dinner 
tendered to Mr. d’Avigdor Goldsmid and Dr. and Mrs. Eder by the 
East London Keren’ Hayesod Council, Dr. M. D. Eder, a member 
of the Executive of the Zionist World Organisation and a colleague 
of Dr. Rosenblueth, declared that the report of his colleague's 
specch, as it appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, was garbled, and that 
therefore the animadversions that had been made in reference to it 
were groundless. Dr. Eder did not state upon what he based the 
allegation he made as to the misrepreseptation to which he said Dr. 
Rosenblucth had been subjected. But. it is fair to state that a report 
appeared in the Vienna MORGENZEITUNG of November 2nd, which, if not 
entirely excluding the possibility of Dr. Rosenblneth having been 
correctly reported, certainly modifies the opposition he is alleged to have 
expressed to the political national idea in Zionism. On the other hand. 
however, as a result of Dr. Rosenblucth’s observations, a resolution was 
passed by the Conference, protesting against what Dr. 


ftosenblneth had 
said. 


[t declared that the Conference viewed with anxiety any propaganda 
against the Jewish State idea, as“ adiminution of the ultimate Zionist 
goal” and as “ becoming more noticeable within the Zionist ranks.” and 
which “is, in certain parts of the Zionist World Organisation, being much 
tolerated or promoted.” The resolution proceeded to give the reason for 
the opposition to this tendency, and ended by asserting that “in view of 
this state of affairs, the Austrian Zionists regard it as imperative to 
make this declaration; that they hold fast to the idea that the attainment 
of the Jewish State in Palestine is the ultimate goal of the Zionist 
Movement, towards which all efforts are to be made.” 

It seems hardly reasonable to suppose thatif Dr. Rosenblueth had not 
spoken at the Conference in the sense reported, the Conference would have 
felt any necessity for passing such a resolution. It must further be under- 
stood that in continental gatherings a resolution is not moved prior to the 
debate (as in England for instance), but is drawn up in order to crystallise 
the opinion of the majority of the meeting at the close of a debate. 

Further, the Warsaw Correspondent of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency on November 8th telegraphed that at a meeting of the 
* Revisionist " Zionist Organisation there, a resolution was passed “ protest- 
i'g against the statement made by Dr. Felix Rosenblueth and demanding his 
t signation from membership of the Zionist Executive.” The resolution 
further calls upon the Zionist Executive to declare that “ it continues to 
aihere to Harzl's idea of the Jewish State.” 

Yet further, we have an article published a day or two 
ago in the JUDISCHER RUNDSCHAU, a publication subven- 
mee by the Zionist World Organisation and issued in Berlin.

sation, and defends the idea attributed to Dr. Rosenblucth 
of repudiating the notion of a Jewish political national goal for Zionism, 
The RUNDSCHAU speaks of “ placing Jews and Arabs on an equality as 
two State nations in Palestine within a bi-national Commonwealth,” and _ 
indulges in similar twistings and turnings in order to show, if not that 
black is white and white is black, that “ building up in Palestine,” as the 
RUNDSCHAU puts it (and, quoting its own words), “something which 
represents a live seed of an autonomous Jewish Community,” is a proper 
interpretation of the national idea in Zionism. 

Finally, and surely conclusively, there has not been a word from Dr. 
Rosenblueth himself repudiating the report of his speech as it appeared 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and as it was circulated by the Jewish 
It clearly remains for Dr, 
Eder to justify, if he can, an aspersion that in any case is permissiblc 
only upon irrefragable evidence. 


The ZIONIST Review, the organ of the English Zionist Federation, in 
an editorial comment on the matter, says: The trend and force of circum. 
stances have provided to the idea of a Jewish National Home in Palestine 
the present objective of the Zionist Organisation, Which is bent on the 
task of carrying the Balfour Declaration into practical effect. The Zionist 
Organisation has never Changed the Basle Programme, by which Congress 
and Executive are equally bound, but which, in its practical application, 
would be subject to such modifications as occasion may demand. Politica! 
Zionism, from the time Theodor Herzl conceived the “Jews’ State” 
down to the creation of the idea of a “Jewish National Home,” has 
happily been free from the doctrinaire rigidity which would have 
condemned it to impotence from its very birth. The Charter for which 
Herzl strove unsuccessfully and the modus operandi of an autonomous 
colonisation which David Wolffsohn, supported by Max Nordau, 
endeavoured to arrange with the Young Turks, were rightly considered 
the best lines of approach to the idea of a Jewish State, which none of 
those leaders had abandoned. In the same line of evolution we can place 
the conception of a National Home, even though, as a terminus technicus, 
it was only created to give effect to the undeviating aim of the Zionist 
Movement as set out in the Programme for the establishment of an 
“ Sffentlich-rechtlich gesicherte Heimstatte,” on which it is still based 
to-day.”

British Jews in this country have a two-fold responsibility, as Jews and 
as English citizens.

The more ardently Jews 
showed themselves as Jews, the more regard they would receive from 
British people in Great Britain. Jews had several claims to be regarded 
as a nation. There was firstly Religion, which was their chief 
characteristic.

MR. OSCAR WASSERMANN ON PALESTINE, 
A “CULTURAL CENTRE” FOR JEWS. 


Mr. Oscar Wassermann, Director of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin and 
Chairman of the “neutral branch” of the German Keren Haycsod, bas 
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expressed his belief that “a powerful cultural centre will arise in Pales- 
time, which will exercise a growing influence on the Jews throughout the 
whole world.” ‘It must be borne in mind,” he adds, “that I am thinking 
only of a cultural, not of a political centre. I am neither Zionist nor anti- 
Zionist, but I am interested in Palestine for the reason that I believe the 
Jews have a need of such a centre.” 


The Mandates Commission and the League. 
- 
THE ADMINISTRATION OF MANDATED TERRITORIES. 


The conflict which has been acute for some months between the 
Mandates Cot. mission of the League of Nations, on the one hand, and 
the League of Nations Council and the Mandatory Powers, on the other, 
on the question of the extent of the competence of the Mandates Com- 
mission, camé up at Genoa again last week with the opening of the bnew 
session of the Mandates Commission. 

On behalf of all. the members of the Commission, the Chairman, 
the Marquis Theodoii, declared that the whole Commission stood stolidly 
behind its Vice-Chairman, Mr. Van Rees, in his attitude at the September 
meeting of the League of Nations Council when he had opposed the 
contentions of Sir Austen Chamberlain, Mr. Briand, Viscount Ishii, and 
Mr. Vandervelde that the Mandates Commission was exceeding its powers. 
They felt with Mr. Van Rees that the Mandates Commission was perfectly 
within its rights in making its recommendations, and was acting strictly 
in accordance with the powers conferred upon it.

American United Palestine Campaign. 
PROFESSOR EINSTEIN'S APPEAL. 


Professor Albert Einstein has sent to the Jews of America a message 
on the occasion of the opening of the new United Palestine Campaign. 
He asks American Jews not to think of political differences, but only of 
maintaining the good name of Jewry. The gigantic immigration into 
Palestine resulting from the economic-political measures of the Polish 
yovernment, he says, must not be allowed to lead to the distress of all 
those who are in Palestine, but to a consolidation of the colonisation 
work. The remedy, he adds, lies in the hands of American Jewry. 

The Cleveland effort in the Campaign, the quota of which has been 
fixed at 150,000 dollars, has already been opened ; 35,000 dollars were 
subscribed at the inaugural dinner, Judge Julian W. Mack making the 
initial contribution of 1,000 dollars. 


Roumanian Government and Zionism. 
SUPPORT PROMISED. 
The Roumanian Minister for Foreign Affairs has informed Mr. Leib 


Jaffe, Director of the Keren Hayesod, that Roumania is sympathetic to 
the Zionist Movement and is ready to assist in the establishment of the 


Jewish National Home. It will be recalled that a similar declaration was 


made by the former Foreign Minister to Mr. Sokolow last year. 

The Foreign Minister, the British Ambassador in Bucharest, and the 
British Consul General were among those present at a great Balfour 
Declaration Anniversary Celebration held in Bucharest on Monday. 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Niemirover delivered an address in which he expressed 
to Great Britain the gratitude of the Jews for the issue of the Declaration.

NEW KEREN HAYESOD FILM. 


Under the auspices of the West Central Keren Hayesod Council, a new 
film entitled “Young Palestine: Eretz Yisrael in 1926,” was shown at the 
New Scala Theatre on Sunday evening. The organisation of the function 
was in the hands of Mr. M. Rosette, and the theatre was entirely filled: 

The film, which, in accordance with the usual Zionist practice, started 
half an hour late, is in some respects an amazingly good piece of work. 
Its subject matter can hardly fail to appeal to Jewish audiences ; the 
scenes have been selected with discrimination and are well assembled, 
and many of them are extremely pleasing. At the same time, however. 
it bears unmistakable marks of the amateur. The photography and 
lighting are far from good, and parts of the film are so badly out of focus 
as to be reduced to a mere blur. The sub-titles appear to have been 
based on the American model ; they have ali the silly flippancy 
characteristic of the Transatlantic screen without any of the wit. In 
short, a film which might have been a stirring record of Jewish achieve- 
ments in the Land of Israel has been spoilt for the sake of the proverbial 

ha’porth of tar.” 

During the evening, addresses were delivered by Mr. M. Rosin (who 


presided), Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Mr. Myer Grossman, and Mr. H. J, 
Morgenstern. 


% Dr. Daiches said that they were becoming used to the words, 

Jewish National Home in Palestine,” and they were helped to realise 
the real deep meaning of them by evenings such as that. They were 
celebrating the anniversary of the Balfour Declaration, which was a great 
day both in Jewish and in English history. There was no other nation 
in the world that could go back nearly 4,000 years and point to the fact 


that God Himself had promised Palestine to the people of Israel. To-day 
they were again taking that land, and it must be for ever the land of the 
Jewish people. They ought to appreciate the fact that they were living 
in historic days. Some people thought that it was difficult to be a loyal 
British citizen and at the same time a loyal supporter of the great work 


of resettling part of the Jewish people on the soil of Palestine. Those . 


people did not understand Judaism or Jewish history. The fact was that 
they were citizens of this country like all other citizens, but at the 
same time they were Gerim—with a life mode of their own which wonder- 
fully helped to enrich the life of the people among whom they lived. 
There was no contradiction of loyalty at all, and even if the Jews of 
other countries were so misguided as to suppose that there was, there 
conld be no excuse for an English Jew failing to see that to help in the 
great work of resettling our people in Palestine was his duty both asa 
Jew and as an Englishman. 

Mr. H. J, Morgenstern said that the West Central London district 
had contributed under £300 to the Keren Hayesod last year.

INCREASED INCOME. 


The Jewish National Fund has closed its financial account for the 
year 5686 (1925-6) with a revenne totalling £E281,450 or an average 
monthly income of ££23,45t. This compares favourably with recent 
years, the figures being for 1923-4 £E167,665 (monthly average £E13,972) 
and for 1924-5 ££ 260,336 (monthly average £E21,694). But for the pro- 
tracted crisis in Poland and European countries, a still greater advance 
would have been made. It is expected by the Fand that in the present 
Silver Jubilee year another record will be made compensating for the 
decline in European income last year.

Strn,—For several years past the Jewish Athletic. Association, which 
has completed over a quarter of a century of beneficent. work has, by 
economical administration and with. the help of a few contributors, 
avoided coming on the general community for support. 

it is with great reluctanee that the Association has now to break this 
good record, but its financial condition is such that unless support is 
speedily fortheoming it will be impossible for its work to be continued. 

lam under the impression that the work of the J.A.A, is not as 
widely known as it deserves to be, and I think that the community 
scarcely realises the large amount of good that-is done by the Association 
for the expenditure of a very small amount of money. 

The Association's function is to provide facilities for sports and 
athletics for the young people of otr community, from school age to 
maturity, and I venture to believe that its operations during the past 
twenty-five years have resulted in greatly improving the health and 
physique of a very large number of our young people. 

The activities of the Association are spread over five sections, in al! 
of which the Assoqiation makes itself responsible for the provision of 
facilities for sports and athletics, by the arrangement of leagues, com- 
petitions and meetings, by the provision of grounds and travelling 
facilities, and, in the case of the school sections, by supplying the 
material necessary for carrying on the games... These five sections 
consist of: 

ta) The. Senior Club Section, containing 14 Jewish men’s clubs, 
with a membership of some 2,500, P 
(4) ‘The Junior Club Section, consisting of 12 clubs for boys and 


youths between the ages of 13 and 19, with a total membership 
of some 3,.000— 4.000. 


ic) The Girls’ Club Section, comprising 14 clubs devoted to gir!s 
aml young women, with an aggregate membership of some 1,500. 

(¢) and-(e) The Boys’ and Girls’ School Sections, containing the 
specifically Jewish schools and those L.C.C. schools having a pre 
ponderance of Jewish pupils. To the Boys’ Section there are 30 schools 
affiliated, with a total strength of 11,000, and the Girls’ Section 
contains 25 schools, comprising some 8,000 scholars. 

Perhaps the most important branch of the Association's work, and 
the one which entails a large proportion of its expenditure, is in connection 
with the boys’ and girls’ schools. It will probably be news to the Jewish 
public that the sports in the schools affiliated to the Association depend 
upon the J.A.A. for their maintenance both in regard to finance and 
organisation. The Association provides the material for the boys and 
girls to play cricket, football, netball and hockey, and in addition to 
arranging leagues in and finding grounds for these sports, the material i- 
used by large numbers of children during the play hours in school. The 
Association also arranges annual athletic and swimming meetings for the 
children, and the representative team of the boys’ section has been 
enabled, during the past two years, to visit such places as Yarmouth, 
Lowestoft, and Ncrwich, to play selected teams of the local schools, thu: 
forging an instrument of goodwill and understanding between the Jewis!: 
boys and those of the dominant faith. 

Although, as will be seen from the above figures, the activities of th): 
J.A.A. affect several thousands of young people, its net annual expend. 
ture is less than £400, of which a large proportion is spent upon materi. 
for the schools. 

We are appealing for £500 to clear off our present deficit and to cary 
us through the next three years. This is not a large sum to provide fur 
the furtherance of sport for Jewish youth, and is small in compariso” 
with the benefit it will purchase in the health and well-being of the youn: 
people of our community in the congested centres of population. 

I am deeply obliged to you for allowing me to place this appeal before 
your readers, and I earnestly hope that they will, by their timely help, 
enable the good work of the Association to be continued.

Tke Pronunc'ation of Hebrew. 


From Rabbi Dr A. E. SILVERSTONE. M.A. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—In the course of an interesting Jetter to your columns in which 
he mentions the Chief Rabbi's statement that a change in the pronuncia.- 
tion of Hebrew is a contravention of the Din, Mr. 8S. H. Lubner says, 
en passant: “If l am not mistaken, it was Rabbi Dr, Silverstone who 
pointed out that a conference of (1 think) seventy. Rabbis would be 
sufficient to modify a Din.” I should like to make a slight correction. 
Mr. Lubner is probably thinking of something I wrote in THE JeWisH 
CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT of September, 1925. There, in discussing the 
demand for-modifications in Judaism, I stated: “ No single group has the 
authority or power to alter Judaism. Readjustments, however siight, 
must be the result of the mature consideration of a Conference of 
Orthodox Rabbis, world-famed and world-respected. . A world 
synod of Rabbis must be convened : that can take place only in Jerusalem. 
The Holy City e ynmands the respect of the world. When the. re quisite 
minimum of 101 Rabbis meet at Jerusalem under the presidency of the 
Chief Rabbi of the Holy Land and recommend readjustments to Judaism 
their voice will be heard, for they will speak with authority.” 

With the main thesis of Mr. Lubner’s contribution—his advocacy of a 
uniform pronunciation of Hebrew-—lam heartily in sympathy... That is 
a consummation devoutly to be wished. The correct pronunciation is 
the Sephardic, for in that pronunciation one sees the resemblance to 
Arabic and Syriac, to which family Hebrew belongs. Without entering into 
detailed technicalities, let me give one iilustration. The root “to write” 
(third person, singular, perfect) is, in Arabic, kataba;-in Hlebrew, katab : 
in Syriac, ktab. Pronouncing it inthe Ashkenazic way, however kosav 
no resemblance isevilent. 1 do not think the difficnuities in the way ofa 
uniform pronunciation of Ilebrew are insurmountable, if the problem is 
tackled in the right way.--l am, yours etc.,

From Mr. HAIM M. NAHMAD, 7, Park Gate Avenue, Withington, 
Manchester. Mr. Saul Lubner makes it quite clear that he is in favour 
of the Sephardic pronunctation of the Sacred Tongue. The English 
Sephardim, however, and also to a large extent the Jews in Eretz Yisrael, 
never give to Hebrew its correct Semitic pronunciation, For instance, 
the word "P “take,” is pronounced as though J>2; M&S “safety” as 
though 3735, “thy house” (fem.) 739 “he crossed,” as though VR, 
Other cxamples could be given of two or three different letters having 
exactly the same sound, while Arabic, a sister language to Hebrew, has 
retained the correct Semitic sounds, thus making each letter distinguish- 
able by its sound and not only by form. The Arabic-speaking Jews from 


Syria, Iraq, etc., of course naturally produce the true Semitic sounds in 
the Hebrew language.

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vigour of his heart and mind that preserves his vitality, even though he has 
outstripped the threescore years and ten described. by the psalmist as the 
limit of human life; for there are two lives given to every man, the life that 
he can measure with line and rule, and the life that we feel with our hearts 
and imagination, that is the true life, in the performance of which we can 
influence the minds and thoughts of those cround us, for 
‘““ We live in deeds, not years, in thoughts not breaths, 
In feelings, not m figures on a dial.” 

But old age has another aspect. As we reach the ascent and look back upon 
the weary path, which we have trodden, we recognise the many pitfalls in 
which we fell, the many ambushes which we should have avoided, the devious 
paths we preferred to tread instead of that straight road which we in the 
pride of our hearts despised, and we utter a prayer, not only of thanksgiving, 
but of deep humility, that the Divine guide has not deserted us, but has 
extricated us from the traps of our own setting and has led us safe at last 
into the promised haven. I am fully conscious of my own shortcomings, 
but I am also conscious that I have never deliberately hurt my fellow-men 
neither in word nor action, and I hope and pray that the knowledge that I 
have always striven for the glory of our holy faith and the honour of my 
brethren may be some atonement for the faults which I, like any other human 
being, may have been guilty of. 

“Threescore years and ten, or even by reason of strength fourscore 
years.” It is a long time to look back upon. I, in common with the rest of 
humanity, have had my sorrows and tribulations. But I must not repine—— 


I have been blessed and happy in the support and friendship of many of my. 


fellow-men, though alas! many have preceded me into the great beyond. 


It would be invidious on my part to single out any by name, except to mention — 


that I bave met all the 45 years of my ministry with much encouragement 
not alone from Tue Jewish CHRONICLE and JewtsH Wortp, but also from 
Mr. C. P. Scott, my coeval in age; I thank him, who from the day of my 
arrival from Denmark, has been a sincere friend not only to me, but to the 
Jewish community, and has always opened the pages of his world-wide 
newsya er in defence of our hapless people ; and finally, in the late Rev. 
Jawrence Simmons I had the most unselfish of advisers, who never thought 
of himself, but whose noble character was never better exemplified than in 
the manner in which he received. the stranger from a foreign land, 

But old age, as I have already said, is not a question.of physical years. 
My great countryman—whom J remember from my childhood-years—Hans 
Christian Andersen has beautifully said that “every man’s life is a fairy 
tale, written by God's fingers.” It is the spiritual aspect of our lives that 
we must look to if we are to gauge our real age, for “ life is a pure flame and 
we live by an invisible sun within us,” for there is opportunity for age, no 
less than there is for youth. Moses’ activity for his suffering brethren 
commenced at his eightieth year—and as the evening twilight fades away 
into the night, do we not discover that the sky is filled with stars, that were 
invisible to us by the broad light of day ? 

For when the time comes, when you feel your physical forces are slowly 
but surely being sapped away, when the fire of life seems gradually sinking 
into the white ashes that are but memories of former years, then is the time 
to keep the fire of love and affection glowing in your heart, and you will 
re-animate your tired limbs and will carry the spirit of eternal summer for 
ever in your soul. 

“ Thank God for Life ; life is not sweet always ; 
Hands may be heavy laden ; hearts care full 
Unwelcome nights follow unwelcome days, 
And dreams divine end in wakings dull ; 

Still it is life, and life is cause for praise.” 

The Beth Din.-A conference of Rabbis and Ministers conveyed by 
the Beth Din, was held last week, at 119, Cheetham Hill Road, witha 
view to placing the Aashruth of Hotels, Institutions, Restaurants and 
Caterers, on a firm basis. Rabbi l. J. Yoffey appealed to the ministers 
to give their carnest assistance. So long as co-operation existed between 
the ministers and the Beth Din, he was certain that their efforts to safe- 
guard Kashruth would be successful. Rabbi Dr. Salomon and Rabbi H. 
Levin also spoke. After a discussion the following resolutions, moved 


by the Rev. L. Weiwow, B.A., seconded by the Rey. 8. M. Lehrman, B.A.,. 


and supported by the Revs. M. M. Cohen, N. Isaacs, J. Pereira Mendoza, 
B.A., H. Freedman, B.A., 8. Frei dberg, B. Rodriguez Pereira B.A., and 
\V. Shlesinger, were unanimously adopted : 


That this conference of Rabbis and Ministers recognises only one Central 
Authority for the Manchester and Salford area in the matter of the supe rvision 
of hotels, restaurants, institutions, and caterers claiming to be Aagsier, this 
central authority being a Commission comprising the members of the Beth Din 
and representatives of ministers and laymen. 


That this recognition takes the form of the Beth Din and other members of 
the Jewish clergy refraining from attending in any capacity whatsoever any 


function catered by anybody not under the direct supervision of the afore- 
mentioned Commission. 


That a copy of the resolution be sent to the Executive bodies of all local 
hynagogues and Institutions asking them for their support. 

The League of Nations.--A meeting organised by the Dr, Moses 
Gaster Lodge of the Independent Order B'nai B'rith, with the assistance 
of the local branch of the League of Nations Union, was held at the 
Midland Hotel, when Mr. P. M. Oliver gave an account of the work of the 
League. | 

Councillor 8. Finburgh, M.P., who presided, said that they as Jews 
felt perhaps more than a good many what the League of Nations 
could achieve. They had great hopes of its possibilities and they 
knew that it had already been the instrument of doing an amount of good 
for the Jewish people in many parts of the world where racial feeling and 
anti-Semitic tendencies prevailed. It was for that reason, if for no other, 
that the Jewish people should give every support possible to the League. 

Mr. Oliver spoke of the enormously increased destructive power of 
armaments, and said that a state of feeling would have to be brought 
about in which the use of chemical and mechanical inventions for the 
destruction of human life would be regarded as impossible and unthink- 
able. The whole problem of disarmament was a very difficult one, but 


he thought that next year’s conference would do still more than had been 
accomplished at Washington afew years ago, and he believed its chief 
effect would be a psychological one. These continued hammerings on the 
question of disarmament must have an effect on the minds of the people, 
and only by creating that psychological effect would peace be eventually 
secured. 


Mr. I. W. Goldberg proposed, and Mr. H. A, Nathan, J.P. seconded, a 
vote of thanks to the lecturer. 


Park Place Synagogue.—The annual meeting was held last Sunday 
Mr. Sigismund Stern presided.

Thanks were accorded 
to Messrs. Philip M. Quas-Cohen (retiring Warcea), Lionel Blondel and 
members of the Voluntary Choir, the Treasurer and the Auditors. During 
the year the synagogue was renovated and redecorated at a ccst of £1,000, 
and the organ was electrified.

An Early Manchester Synagogue.

Simn,—In turning over some old papers, I came across a lithographed 
letter, which reads as follows. 

* To onr Breth’ren of the House of Israel, in London. 

GENTLEMEN,~The united efforts of otir nation in furthering the 
ends of our holy religion have always been manifest during our 
captivity, but particularly so in England where the benignant sun of 
Liberty shines in its meridian and enables us to exercise undisturb'd 
the religion of our Forefathers ; and as God in his mercy doth bounti- 
fully lavish his blessings upon _us in this free and enlightened kingdom 
where our breth'ren in most popnious Towns have already consecrated 
to His Holy Name places of Worship suitable to their means and 
worthy of their piety, and as our Congregation in this Town is daily 
increasing in number, we have resolved to erect a Synagogue upon a 
more noble and extensive scale than that which we now possess and 
which we hope to be enabled by the blessing of God and the 
generosity of our breth’ren shortly to accomplish.

Herzl-Moser Hospital.—Mr. Lyla Goodman presided at the monthly 
meeting of the Board held last week. He congratulated Dr. J. Friend, 
the Honorary Medical Officer, on being re-elected to the City Council. 

Mrs. Honry Freedman, Chairman of the Ladies’ Committee, reported 
on “The Linen Fund” and on the Afternoon Tea which had been held on 
behalf of the fund. Mr. Goodman said that the ladies were accomplishing 
most useful work for the hospital. 

The financial statement, submitted by Mr. Henry Freedman 
(Treasurer), showed an expenditure of £233 and an income of £230. He 
said that although the financial year ended on the 30th inst., there was 
actually £300 outstanding in annual subscriptions. The Treasurer com. 
mended the efforts of the Young Israel League regarding the small box 
collections. 

Dr. Samuel, Chairman of the Medical Committee, said that at the 
meeting held on the 2th ult., they had gone fully into the question of the 
appointment of the resident Medical Officer, and had discussed the 
question of the establishment of the Ultra-Violet Ray Treatment, which 
had been offered to Dr. Friend for the use ofthe city by a Leeds man, 
who desired to remain anonymous. They were of the opinion that the 
Hospital might be a suitable centre for that treatment. 

Mr. Richardson said that if surgical work were encouraged at the 
Hospital it would not only raise the standard of the work achieved, but 
would greatly relieve the Dispensary lists.

Refusal to Pay Insurance..—The House of Lords on Thursday in last 
week dismissed an appeal from the Court of Appealin a Burglary Insurance 
action of Glicksman v. Lancashire and General Insurance Co. The 
questions raised by the appeal were whether, in an insurance proposal 
form signed by the partners, it was a misrepresentation to reply to the 
question “has any company declined to accept or refused to renew your 
burglary insurance °” without disclosing the fact that one of the partners 
alone had previously had a proposal refused; and whethér that non- 
disclosure amounted to concealment of a material fact thus vitiating the 
policy. In the proposal form, the usual question was asked whether any 
Company had declined to accept or had refused to renew the insurance. 
When the insurance was effected, a man named Cohen acted as agent for 
theCompany. Theappéliant Glicksman wasthen in partnership with a man 
named Roman. The policy was granted to the firm, and ow Roman's 
retiremcnt, was endorsed by the Company in favour of Glicksman only, 
who had succeeded to the business. As a matter of fact, Glicksman 
had had a proposal refused by another Company when he was previously 
trading on his own account. ‘The answer given to the question concern- 
ing previous refusal when the policy was taken out, was in the negative ; 
and it became a question (whether (that ‘reply which, although true as 
regards the firm that effected the Insurance was untrue as regards 
Glicksman, a partner of the firm. individually, entitled the insurance 


company to refuse to pay. Upon that point considerable doubt 
was expressed in their Lordships’ judgment, but none as to the 
withholding of the fact from the Company, when the proposal 
was made, voiding the policy. The appellant was unable to 
~read or write English, though he could sign his name. When 


the appellant's premises were broken into and stock stolen to the 
valne of £1,656, a claim for that amount was made upon the company, 
which at first resisted it on the ground, as they alleged, that there had 
been no burgiary and no stock in trade. The matter was sent to 
arbitration, and the arbitrator’ found that the burglary occurred and 
stock to the value of the amount claimed had been stolen. In the 
course of examination, however, the appellant said he had previously 
been refused by another office. The Insurance Company then, by 
leave, put in an amended defence, contending that the statement by the 
appellant that he had not been refused insurance was untrue, and that 
the suppression of the fact that he had been so refused, invalidated 
the policy. The arbitrator stated a case for the opinion of the court. 
Mr. Justice Roche had found in favour of the plaintiff, Mr. Glicksman ; 
but the Court of Appeal, whose decision has now been unanimously 


- upheld by the House of Lords, reversed the decision, 


Lord Dunedin, in his speech in the House of Lords, expressed some 
doubt as to that part of the case regarding the appellant's answer that 
he had not previously been refused, but on the question whether the 
previous application ought to have been disclosed, he found the reasoning 
of the Court of Appeal impossible to disregard. In the course of his 
observations on the case, Lord Dunedin said : 


On the one side there was Mr. Cohen, the insurance company’s agent, verv 
keen to get business for his company; and on the other there was this ladies’ 
tailor, who could neither read nor write, and whose natural language was 
Yiddish and not English. He (Lord Dunedin) was leftwith the impression that 
thoseshould he call them attractive ’—qualities which they were prone to 
ascribe to the Hebrews, among whom Shylock had always been the prototype, 
had been quite as satisfactorily developed on the part of this insurance company 
as they were by the little Jew tailor. 


Lord Atkinson thought it was most important that the questions to 
be answered in proposal forms should be clear and unambiguous. 

Lord Wrenbury concurred in the Judgment with great regret and 
expressed strong disapproval of the method of this company in accepting 
premiums and then relying on such a defence to protect themselves 
from payment. 


Lord Carson concurred, but did not join in the observations whith 


had becn made upon the conduct of the insurance company. 


The JEWIsH WORLD of ye seiten published some extended editorial 
comments on cases in which Insurance Companies have resisted the 
claims of Jewish poticy-holders by making allegations of fraud, which 
they bave subsequently been compelled to withdraw. 

In the eourse of a case which went to the House of Lords, and in 
which a Jewish policy-holder was deprived of insurance benefit, the 
judgment nevertheless included nothing to suggest any fraud on the part 
of the claimant. When giving his decision, Lord Dunedin, commenting 
on the fact that both the policy-holder and the Insurance Company's 
agent were Jews, said that “ he was left with the impression that thase— 
shouki he call them attractive ?—qualities which they were prone to 
ascribe to the Hebrews, among whom Shylock had always been the 
prototype, had been quite as satisfactorily developed on the part of this 
insurance company as they were by the little Jew tailor.” 

Commenting editorially on this pronouncement, the JEWISH WoRLD 
Says: 

The relevancy of this remark I really fail to grasp, because I do 
not understand how the taking out of an insurance policy or the 
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granting of it, involved, as Lord Dunedin suggests, anything of the 
nature of ‘Shylockism,” and the fact that, on the one side, there wa 
a Jewish agent, and, on the other, a Jewish proposer, could not on 
that account bring the transaction within the category assigned it 
by his Lordship. The portion of Lord Dunedin's obiter dictum, how. 
ever, to which I feel most objection, is his assertion that Shylock is 
the prototype of the Hebrew race. It is a proposition just as 
untenable as would be the statement that Bill Sykes was the proto. 
type of the English people or Burke and Hare of the Irish. In other 
words it was a remark no one would expect to come from such » 
quarter. Particularly so as Lord Dunedin is a most distinguished Scot, 
and he must know the legendary jealousy that is said to fill his 
countrymen concerning the business acumen characteristic of then, 
when set in rivalry with that possessed by Jews. I fear he has laid 
himself open to the imputation of having shown his sympathy with 
that supposed National sentiment. The incident reminds me of Si: 
Robert Horne’s excellent story of the Scotchman, who exclaimed - 
“What puzzle s me is where these Jews get all the money I make out 
of them.” 
A legal correspondent writes in the JEWISH WORLD as follows : 
Insurance is of great importance to a mercantile commupity, and it is 
extremely unfortunate that the misdoings of a few Jews, coming from countries 
where our co-religioniste have been for many years treated with the greatest 
injustice and have thus been taught concealment and evasion, have cause! 
Jewish names in insurance policies to be sometimes looked upon with suspicion 
There was a surprising case a few months ago in the City of London where thie 
Coronet took an nnexpected view and the jury followed him, going far be yond the 
police in an imputation of wrongdoing as to a fire which had occarred. The most 
recent decision on this vexed subject was in the highest tribunal, and it is satis. 
factory to find the House of Lords saying nothing to confirm the slur Which a few 
eases have thrown upon Jewish honesty. On the contrary, Viscount Dunedin, « 
Scottish law lord of great experience and knowledge, appeared to think that 
the insurance company had been unduly technical in refusing to pay. He 
went so far as to observe with some irony that the qualities of Shylock had 
been “quite as’ satisfactorily developed on the part of the Company as thes 
were by the little Jew tailor.” Lord Atkinson and Lord Wrenbury also spoke 
sympathetically of the plaintiff, who, it was suggested, had not understood the 
question put to him when he was ly rep. to insure. Juries are sometimes 
perstaded by clever advocates and their own prejudices, to take a view which 
in the larger atmosphere of the Peer’s Chamber is fortanately not accepted. 
The plaintiff lost his case bat kept his good character ; and in vindicating his 


own good fame he did a service to his fellows. 


A Fur Merchant Vindicated.—A settlement was reached in the 
King’s Bench Division in the action by Mr. Jack Cantor, manufacturing 
furrier, of Aldersgate Street, London, E.C., against Mr. MONTAGUE EVANs, 
representing a group of Lloyd's underwriters, for money due under a policy 
of burglary insurance. Mr. Cantor's premises were broken into in July, 
1924, and £2,500 worth of furs was stolen. Mr. Greaves Lord, K.C. (for 
Mr. Evans) announced that the examination of Mr. Cantor had revealed 
his good faith and integrity, and the charge of fraud they had brought 
would be withdrawn unreservedly. Mr. Evans and his co-assurers 
would agree to judgment for £850 with costs. Lord Ewart said that was 
a proper termination to the action, the lamentable result of which had 
been that Mr. Cantor had been kept out of his money for two and a half 
years. Judgment was then entered for Mr. Cantor for the amount agreed 
with costs. The underwriters had alleged that the story of the wexgiaty 
was a concoction. 


Detention of Tapestries.—In the King’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice, Mr. Justice Wright delivered a reserved judgment in an 
action brought by Colonel Lowther for alleged detinue against Mr, LIONEL 
HARRIS of the Spanish Art Gallery, in respect to ceitain tapestries whic! 
he had purchased from a man named Prior, to whom plaintiff had given a 
limited authority, which it was contended he had exceeded. His Lord. 
ship gave judgment for the plaintiff (except as regards One piece of 

tapestry), awarding him the cost of the action, other than those referring 
to the particular tapestry, and he added that there had been no allegation 
throughout that the defendant had acted in bad faith. 


Divorce. The decrees nisi in the following matrimonial. causes have 
been made absolute: Lewis v. Lewis and Freeman; Hyam v. Hyam 
and Phillips; and Dyte Dyte. 


Alleged Fraud.—-At Ormskirk (Lancs.), NORMAN NAHUM LUSTGARTEN, 
aged thirty-seven, of Grafton Street, Manchester, was committed to the 
Manchester Assizes on fifteen charges, chiefly of obtaining money by 
false pretences and including charges of obtaining credit to the extent of 
£2,720 by frand from Mr. G. R. Greasley, of Manchester. The evidence 
was to the effect that Lustgurten offered German overcoats at seven 
shillings each, one order being for a thousand; and he had been partly 
paid for them but had not delivered them. The accused had paid 
Greasley two cheques for £600 and £1,249, but both had been dishonoured. 


Cruelty to Birds.—HyMAN Moscovircnu, aged forty-six, a poultry 
dealer, of Morpeth Road, South Hackney, was fined £4 at Old Street 
Police Court last week for causing cruelty to fowls. It was stated that 
Moscovitch packed the fowls in crates which were too small. “ I suppose 
you are one of those naturally cruel men who do not realise how cruc! 
they are,” said Mr. Snell, the magistrate. “I ought to send you to prison, 
but I will not make it imprisonment this time.” 


Raid on a Gaming House.—On Monday, at the West Ham Police 
Court, fines of £50 each were imposed on ALFRED COHEN, 45, genera! 
dealer, and ALFRED LYNE, aged 65, steward, on a charge of keeping an! 
managing a gaming house at Plashet Road, Upton Park, which wa> 
raided by the police on Sunday midnight. A charge of being foun 
in & gaming house was preferred against twenty-eight men. They were 
bound over.

It was only natural, in view of the sad loss which the authorities of 
the Queen's Hall, and indeed the musical world in general, have sustained 
in the death of Mr. Robert Newman, that there should have been an air 
of melancholy noticeable at the Symphony Concert last Saturday. These 
are critical days for music in England, and it almost seemed that the 
audience felt acut@y that one of the champions of their beloved art had 
stumbled on “the bridge of broken arches.” After Sir Henry Wood's very 
beautiful arrangement of Chopin’s Funeral March had been played, while 
the audience stood in tribute to the memory of the late manager of the 
orchestra, Mr. Paul Dukas, the French composer, conducted a work of his 
own composition entitled La Péri (Poéme dansé). Mr. Dukasis an admirable 
musician and I must confess to having thoroughly enjoyed his delicace 
interpretation of the lovely Persian legend. Yet I am afraid it is not a 
work that will: be popular. I can easily conceive of myself, in certain 
moods, boiling with impatience at certain of the passages and at the 
general slowness of the pace. But Mr. Dukas is undoubtedly a brilliant 
musician, even though he seems a trifle over-fond of chromatic figures in 
the accompaniment.. His conducting wasineffective. After the interval 
Frene Scharrer played the solo part in Schumann's Piano Concerto in 
A minor. Surely this beautiful work is worthy of less slipshod treat- 
ment than it received at the hands of an artist whom I have heard 
giving truly great interpretations of more difficult works. G. 


When a recital is given by a new foreign artist, one is tempted to 
make ’comparisons with present day artists on the English concert plat- 
form. This was the case at the Molian Hall last week, when 
Mile. Antonietta de Souza gave a recital of Brazilian music. This artist 
comes from Rio de Janeiro with a very high reputation, and apparently 
has studied in Italy. She has a fine, rich, full voice which is used to the 
best advantage, but there is tendency to overdo the emotional aspect of 
some of the music tothe detriment of purity of tone. 
however, gave the impression of being an eminent artist, but somewhat 
lacking in a sense of the finer points of the art. As to the music, there 
was nothing exceptional or wonderful, althongh some of the songs were 
quite pretty and were given with a good sense of rhythm. 

Miss Olive Goff gave a vocal recital atthe Aolian Hall last week, but 
the programme was a little too ambitious for this young artist. In some 
of the more simple numbers such as Purcell’s “ Knotting Song ” and an old 
German Spinnerliedchen she sang in a very sweet and charming manner, 
but the operatic selections were beyond her present capabilities. Miss 
Goff has pluck, confidence, and quite a good voice and style, and will go 
far if she will confine herself to music within her limitations. Mr. Albert 


Sammons contributed violin solos in his usual admirable style, and Mr. 
Harold Craxton ably accompanied, 


On Saturday, Mr. Mark Hambourg gave the second of his “ Afternoons 
of Music * at Wigmore Hall to an enthusiastic audience. Once again there 
was ample opportunity to admire this artist’s truly wonderful technique. 
In a programme that ranged from Beethoven's Sonata A major Op. 101 
to Chopin's B flat minor Sonata, with an excellent variety of studies in 
between, cach particular item received adequate treatment. Revel’s 

“Jeu d Eaux” was most brilliantly rendered. There were less 
“mannerisms” than are usual with Mr. Hambourg. 


Those three brilliant young Jewish artists, the Cherniavsky brothers, 
are giving a concert at the Queen's Hall on Monday evening, the 29th 
inst. Together they have toured all parts of the world, and their 
famous trio has won high praise. A glance at the programme gives the 
impression that their forthcoming concert should be particularly intecrest- 
ig. It will be remembered that the Cherniavsky brothers are the sons 
of Abraham Cherniavsky, who was a well-known figure in Jewish musical 
circles in the Ukraine.

The fifty-first annual festival dinner was held on Thursday in last 
week at the Princes Galleries, Piccadilly.

Telegrams were received from H. M. the King, expressing his sincere 
thanks to the members for a message of loyal greetings, and from the 
Duke and Duchess of York thanking the members of the Excelsior 
Philanthropic Society for a message of good wishes which they cordially 
reciprocated.

The CHAIRMAN said that in the early part of that year His Royal 
Highness Prince Henry had attended a concert at the People’s Palace, and 
on the 16th inst. the Duke and Duchess of York would attend a similar 
function at the same place. The Excelsior had been formed fifty-one years 
ago by a body of men who set themselves out to assist the City of London 
Chest Hospital, Victoria Park.
